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REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER. 



Health Depaetment, 
Washington, September 9, 1915. 

Gentlemen: I have the honor to submit the following report for 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1915. So much of it as relates pri- 
marily to the public health — that is, Part I — covers the calendar 
year 1914 and m outline the first half of the calendar year 1915. So 
much as relates to administrative affairs of the Health Department — 
covered by Part II — has reference only to the fiscal year ended Jime 
30, 1915. 

PAKT I. 

The State op the Public Health in the District op Columbia 
During the Calendar Year 1914, with a Supplementary 
Statement Relating to the First Six Months op the Calendar 
Year 1915. 

It is possible here to state only in general terms the record of births, 
illness, and deaths in the District during the period covered by this 
report. Details are, however, elaborately set forth in the various 
appendices submitted herewith. 

population. 

No census was taken during the calendar year 1914. The birth 
rates, morbidity rates, and death rates stated in this report are there- 
fore based upon an estimated population, except the morbidity rates 
and death rates of infants under 1 year of age, which are, as usual, 
computed upon the basis of the number of births registered. The 
estimated population was computed upon the hypothesis that the 
rate of increase or decrease between the poHce censuses of 1912 and 
1913 continued on into the calendar year 1914. The estimated popu- 
lation as thus ascertained was 353,664, made up of whites, 256,049, 
and colored 97,615. 

GENERAL BIRTH RATES AND DEATH RATES. 

The calendar year 1914 was marked by an increase in the frequency 
of births and decreases in the frequency of stillbirths and of deaths. 
The birth rate, which had declined from 20.85 in 1907 to 19.54 in 

1913, rose in 1914 to 20.16. The frequency of stillbirths, continu- 
ously diminishing since 1911, when the rate per 1,000 of the popula- 
tion was 1.71, feU to 1.26 during 1914. The general death rate, that 
began to decline in 1910, when it was 18.80, continued to fall through 

1914, when it was 16.59. Details appear in the following table:

BIRTHS AND STILLBIRTHS. 

Bifffi rates. — ^Births and stillbirths registered during the year num- 
bered 7,577, equivalent to a natality of 21.42 per thousand. Of the 
children of known race 5,104 were white and 2,422 were colored. 
The nataUty of the white race was, therefore, 19.93 and of the colored 
race 24.81. These figures with figures for comparison with the pre- 
vious years, appear in the following table:

StiUhirihs. — Of all children bom 5.8 per cent were bom dead; of 
the white children 3.5 per cent and of the colored children 8.9 per 
cent. So far as the records show, of all legitimate children 4.6 per 
cent were bom dead and of illegitimate children 12.1 per cent. These 
figures are in harmony with the common belief that the percentage 
of stillbirths incident to the delivery of mothers of illegitimate children 
is greater than the corresponding percentage for dehveries of mothers 
of legitimate children. The frequency of stillbirths during the year, 
with certain details and with figures for comparison, are embodied in 
the following table:

Illegitimacy, — ^The percentage of births reported as illegitimate 
during the calendar jrear 1914, 8.7^ was the lowest that has been 
recorded since 1894, with the exception of the year 1910, when it was 
8.6, practically the same as last year. This improvement was based 
upon a diminished frequency among both whites and colored, but the 
usual excessive incidence of illegitimacy on the colored race con- 
tinued. Details, with figures for comparison, appear in the following 
table:

Physicians and midwives to a very considerable extent do not 
avail themselves of the right given under the law to report illegiti- 
mate births in such a way as to conceal the identity of parents and 
child. Am ong 532 reports of the births of illegitimate live-bom chil- 
dren, 312 contained identifying data; of 90 white cases. 42 contained 
such data; and of 442 colored, 270 contained them. 

Births in institutions and under the care of midwives. — ^The diminish- 
ing frequency with which midwives are called upon in cases of con- 
finement and the increasing frequency of resort to hospitals under 
such conditions are shown in the following table:

Of aU births and stillbirths reported by physicians, 2,328 occiirred 
in institutions and 4,439 in private homes. Of the institutional 
cases, 146 were stillbirths, equal to 6.3 per cent; and of the deliveries 
at home, 205 were of that class, equivalent to 4.6 per cent. No state- 
ment is made as to the per cent oi stillbirths occurring in the practice 
of midwives, because of uncertainty as to the reports of such cases. 

STATISTICS OF ILLNESS AND DEATH. 

General mortality, — ^During the calendar year 1914 there occurred 
5,866 deaths, as compared with 6,006 during the previous year. This 
represents a faU in the death rate from 16.99 to 16.59, the latter 
figure being the lowest death rate ever recorded in the District. Fig- 
ures for comparison with previous years appear in the table printed 
on page 11. 

Mortality hy ra^e, — ^The death rate for the whites during the year 
was 13.64; that for the colored, 24.31. Each shows a decfine and is 
the lowest death rate recorded in the District for the corresponding 
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race. Detaik, with jSgures for comparison, appear in the following 
table:

Deaths and death, rates in alleys. — ^In the absence of a police census 
to show the population of each inhabited alley, no effort has been 
made to compute death rates for aQeys as compared with death 
rates for streets. ^ A statement of the actual number of deaths that 
occurred in each inhabited alley, with a certain limited grouping by 
diseases and by age periods, appears on page 230. 

Deaths in institutions. — Of tne 5,866 deaths recorded in the cal- 
endar year 1914, 2,311 occurred in institutions. Of the 3,493 white 
deaths 1,336 occurred in institutions, and of the 2,373 colored deaths 
975 so occiured. 

Deaths from particular diseases. — ^The following table shows the 
causes of death most active in the calendar year 1914, arranged in 
order of their relative activity, with corresponding figures for the 
preceding year. From this taole it appears that of the 5,866 deaths 
that occurred 3,678 were the result oi but 10 diseases, and that of 
these diseases only 1, pulmonary tuberculosis, was a disease commonly 
recognized as communicable and reportable.

Two cases of leprosy appeared in the District during the calendar 
year 1914. On June 2, 1914, John Early reappeared. Early, it 
will be remembered, was on two previous occasions quarantined in 
the District of Columbia as a leper. Each time he was allowed to 

fo to the State of New York, with the consent of the United States 
^ubUc Health Service and the authorities of that State. After his 
last trip to New York, he found his way to the United States quaran- 
tine station at Diamond Head, in the State of Washington, where he 
was employed as an attendant upon certain leper patients. It was 
from that station that he came to the District of Columbia, but all 
efforts to obtain his return there through the Federal authorities 

E roved unsuccessful. The second leper patient appeared on Decem- 
er 10, 1914, the first notice of his arrival being his statement to a 
police officer that he was suffering from leprosy, coupled with a 
request that he be cared for. He was, of course, promptly taken to 
the leper hospital, where Early was in quarantine. This second pa- 
tient, Emil Grable, claimed to nave come to the District of Columbia 
from quarantine in the St. Louis, Mo., quarantine station, and to 
have been quarantined previously at San Francisco, CaJ., and Salt 
Lake City, Utah. An appeal was made to the Treasury Department 
to return Grable to the otate where he had resided, or else to send him 
to some Federal quarantine station designated by the Secretary of 
the Treasury, under authority of article 3, paragraph 11, of the 
interstate quarantine regulations, which paragraph was promulgated 
May 15, 1912, and is as follows: 
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Paragraph 11. Anv person who presents symptoms of leprosy and who is traveling 
or who haa left the State where he resides, in violation of the above regulations, shall 
be detained, and if proven to be a leper shall be returned to such state or removed to 
such Federal quarantine station as the Secretary of the Treasury may designate and 
the proper health authorities notified. 

Under date of December 30, 1914, however, the Acting Secretary 
of the Treasury, B. K. Newton, wrote the commissioners that no 
lepers were bemg sent to Federal quarantine stations and that it 
was not practicable to force the return of a leper to the State from 
which he had departed. At the close of the nscal year covered by 
this report, both lepers were stDl charges upon the District govern- 
ment.^ 

Deaths at the District workhouse, Occoquan, Va. — ^Ihe average daily 

Sopulation in the District of Columbia workhouse at Occoquan, Va., 
uring the calendar year 1914, was 624. Nine deaths occurred in 
the institution during that period, equivalent to a death rate of 14.37. 
The causes of death and duration of residence are stated on page 115. 

VITAL STATISTICS, CALENDAR YEAR 1915. 

As the fiscal year covered by this report ended June 30, 1915, a 
summary of the vital statistics can be given only as they relate to the 
first six months of the year. 

Population. — ^The taking of the police census, due in the spring of 
1915, was postponed until the fall of the year. 

Births and stillbirths, — During the first half of the calendar year 
1915, there were reported 3,525 births, as against 3,535 reported 
during the corresponding period of the preceding year. Stillbirths 
reported during the first half of 1915 numbered 219, the correspond- 
ing figure for the first half of 1914 being 236. 

lUness and deaths. — Deaths during the first half of the calendar 
year 1915 numbered 3,397, as compared with 3,138 during the corres- 
ponding portion of the preceding year. This increase was due in no 
small degree to the increased prevalence of pneumonia, 429 deaths 
having been recorded in 1915, while only 317 were recorded during 
1914. The same conditions, doubtless, that led to an increased mor- 
tality from pneumonia led to an increase also in the number of deaths 
from pulmonary tuberculosis, from 313 to 361. 

The number of cases of reportable diseases recorded during the 
first six months of 1915 was 4,110, as against 3,127 recorded during 
the corresponding part of 1914. 

The details of the morbidity pertaining to reportable diseases and 
pertaining to mortality generally, during the first half of the calen- 
dar year 1915, in so far as it has been deemed worth while to elaborate 
and print such statistics, appear in the report of the clerk .in charge 
of vital statistics, on page 115. 

DISPOSAL OF THE DEAD. 

The number of dead bodies, exclusive of the bodies of stillborn 
infants, disposed of during the calendar year 1914 under permits

» This includes individuals from outside of the District of Columbia as follows: 1913-14, 62; 1914-15, 23, 
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Because of the prevalence of rabies, the commissioners, on August 
5, 1914, renewed the proclamation requiring the muzzUn^ oi all 
dogs, to take effect August 9, 1914, and continue for a period of one 
year. 

Two person died from rabies during the fiscal year — one, a 6-year- 
old girl, died on December 23, 1914, and the other, a man 48 years of 
age, died on May 11. 1915. 

^ The prevention oi rabies depends upon the prevention of the rim- 
ning at large of dogs without proper muzzles. The force provided 
for the poimd service is not sufficient to accomphsh this end, and 
in any event it would be impracticable to impound dogs running at 
large at night, if only unmuzzled or imtagged do^ can be impoimded 
at that time. Pound men can not discnminate in the dark Detween 
tagged and imtagged, muzzled and unmuzzled dogs. Eradication of 
rabies requires, therefore, as a condition precedent, an increase in 
the pound force and the enactment of a law forbidding any owner 
or custodian of a dog from allowing it to run at large at night under 
any conditions whatsoever. 

Mog cholera. — ^No hog cholera occurred during the calendar year 
1914. Fifteen cases occurred in the first half of 1915, as the result of 
two outbreaks, both on the same farm. 

AntJirdx. — Eleven hogs died of anthrax in June, 1915, on a near-by 
dairy farm, in Maryland, supplying milk to this city. 

Foot^nd-mouth disease. — ^As an incident to the general outbreak 
of foot-and-mouth disease throughout the United States, the disease 
appeared on three farms in the District of Columbia and at the 
Benning abattoir — on two farms in November, 1914, and on the 
third farm and at the abattoir in February, 1915. The total number 
of cases was 370, of which 6 were cattle and the remainder hogs. 
Forty-five cattle and 364 hogs were killed as a result, and the car- 
casses condemned. Through the cooperation of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, the spread of the disease was prevented. 
The regulations promulgated bv the commissioners at the beginning 
of the outbreak, in order to lacihtate quarantine against infected" 
places and to aid in the prevention of the spread of the disease, should 
it be introduced, are prmted on page 98. 

Glanders. — No case of glanders came to the attention of the health 
department during the year. 

PART II.

There has been no change during the past fiscal year in the methods 
employed for the supervision of the work of the health department, 

MEDICAL SERVICE. 

The oi^anization and methods of the medical service of the depart- 
ment remain the same as presented in the last annual report. The 
official designation of the officer in charge of this service was, however, 
by order of the commissioners, datecl Jidy 8, 1914, changed from 
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''medical inspector in charge of the contagions disease service" to 
''chief medical inspector." 

Contagious disease service. — The amount and kind of work 
done by the contagious disease service during the fiscal year 1915 
are suggested by the following table: 

Reportable diseases in the District of Columbia: Cases reported to the health department

Smallpox hospital and puirantine station. — During the fiscal year 
1915, the smallpox hospital was open 156 days, 35 patients were 
treated, and the total number of patient days was 685. 

The quarantine station was open 187 days, during which time 
68 persons were admitted. The total number of inmate days was 
829. 

The smallpox hospital, including the administration building, 
and the quarantine station were wired during the year for electric 
lighting, and the necessary fixtures installed. Tne interior and 
exterior of the smallpox hospital, including the administration 
building, were painted. The District appropriation biU passed 
March 3, 1915, provided $1,000 for repairs to the hospital and ad- 
ministration buildings and $400 for repairing and painting the 
quarantine station, reported by the municipal architect as necessary, 
and this work wiU be done during the coining year. Both the 
smallpox hospital and the quarantme station should be equipped 
with proper furnaces for the destruction of the wastes, and there 
is urgent need for the building of a stable or garage suitable for the 
service of these institutions in times of emergency. 

Amhulance service, — ^The ambulance provided for use in connection 
with the smallpox hospital transferred to that institution during 
the year 35 persons. Sixty-eight persons were conveyed to the 
(juarantine station in that ambmance or in one of the other vehicles 
in the service of the health department. 

The ambulance used for the transfer of patients suffering from 
minor contagious diseases to Garfield Memorial and Providence 
Hospitals made during the year 436 trips, carrying 420 patients, 
on 231 days. 

Organization, — ^The organization of the contagious disease service 
during the fiscal year 1915 remains upon the same basis as was 
stated in the last annual report of this department. The amount 
of money appropriated by Congress to pay for personal services in 
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connection with the contagious disease work of the health depart- 
ment is inadequate for the employment of a sufficient number of 
persons or for in some cases the payment of adequate salaries to 
such as are employed. It is, too, insufficient for the proper pro- 
tection of the community against the various conmiunicable diseases 
with which the health department has to cope. Recommendations 
for the making of appropriations of such amount and in such a 
way as wiU correct these conditions to at least a limited extent 
have been made in connection with the estimates of the expenses of 
the health department for the fiscal year 1917. 

Cost of contagious disease service. — ^The following table shows the 
cost of the contagious disease service during the fiscal year 1915, 
with corresponding figures for the preceding year:

By a contract executed November 12, 1914, service rendered by 
Providence Hospital was placed upon the same basis as has been for 
several years past the rendering of service by Garfield Memorial 
Hospital, namely, upon the basis of a fixed amoimt monthly to cover 
the maintenance of the institution for the use of the District govern- 
ment and of aU persons desiring to use it, and the further payment by 
the District government of SI a day for each patient treated in the 
institution at pubUc expense; with the limitation, however, that if 
after the deduction of the amount necessary for all flat monthly pay- 
ments, the balance of the appropriation be exhausted prior to the 
close of the fiscal year, then that the institution should continue to 
treat aU patients sent there by the District government without 
chaise. Under this arrangement the amount earned by Providence

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Hospital was $4,503, being $497 less than the total appropriation. 
Gameld Memorial Hospital, however, earned the entire appropria- 
tion, $7,000, and thereafter rendered 2,730 patient-days' service, for 
which it would have been entitled luider its contract to $2,730, had 
it not been for the saving clause to prevent a deficiency. This condi- 
tion, however, was due to the unusual prevalence of certain communi- 
cable diseases during the year. As the result of such prevalence 
Garfield Memorial Hospital rendered 2,848 days' service to patients 
who made payment (Erectly to the institution, while Providence 
Hospital during the same period rendered only 383 days' service to 
pay patients. As no accoimt is received from either mstitution of 
money paid it on accoimt of service rendered pay patients, this 
department is luiable to determine whether the situation that existed 
last year did or did not impose upon Garfield Memorial Hospital the 
burden of caring at the expense of the institution for patients who 
were, broadly speaking, properly charges against the District govern- 
ment or the public. 

Disinfecting service. — During the fiscal year 1915, 2,153 premises 
were disinfected. This represents an increase of 250 since the pre- 
ceding year. A statement of this work in detail appears in the report 
of the chief medical inspector on page — . 

The method of fumigating dweUmgs by the use of the standard 
solution of formaldehyde, combined with potassium permanganate, 
was rendered impracticable during the year by reason of the increase in 
the price of potassium permanganate tnat resulted from the European 
war. For that method one was substituted which requires the use of 
the standard solution of formaldehyde, magnesium sulphate, com- 
mercial sulphuric acid, and lime. So far as relates to the occurrence 
of cases of disease in the premises fumigated since the use of the new 
method, the results have been quite as satisfactory as they were when 
the former method was in use. It may be, of coiuse, as is claimed by 
some, that had there been no fumigation at all the results would have 
been the same; and as a matter of fact this department is watch- 
ing with interest the result of the abandoning of routine house fumiga- 
tion in some communities. As soon as the advisabihty of abandonmg 
terminal household fumigation has been established as the result of 
their experience, this department will abandon it in this District 
in so far as it has authority to do so, and will recommend the enact- 
ment of legislation authorizing the abandoning of it in those cases in 
which it is now required by law. 

The organization of the disinfecting service has continued during 
the year on the basis set forth in the last preceding annual report of 
this department. The cost of the disinf ectmg service during the year 
was $5,208.14, of which $3,679.92 was for personal services and 
$1,528.22 was for disinfectants, forage, horseshoeing, and other iu- 
cidental expenses. 

On Marcn 6, 1915, the attention of this department was called to 
the death of a child that appeared to have been due to certain fumi- 
gation done by a private person engaged in the business of fumigatiog 
or disinfecting. While this department was imable to obtain conclu- 
sive evidence that death had resulted from the cause stat-ed, yet it 
was deemed best to recommend that the commissioners promulgate 
regulations for the control of fumigating and disinfecting by private 
persons, as a business. Such regmations appeared to be needed to 
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prevent injury to health, and possibly death, through ignorance or 
carelessness on the part of self-styled lumigators or disinfectors, and, 
furthermore, to prevent fraud upon the community liable to be per- 
petrated by the ineffectual attempts of such persons to destroy 
disease ^erms or insects. The regulations recommended were pro- 
mulgated by the commissioners on April 2, 1915, and are printea on 
page 100. 

jPublic crematorium. — ^During the fiscal year 1915, 560 bodies were 
cremated. Of these, 107 were adults, 194 infants, and 259 stiUbom 
children. Of the adult bodies cremated, 21 were represented simply 
by remains turned over to the health department by the several 
medical schools in the District, to be disposed of. 

The methods of supervision and operation of the public cremato- 
rium that were reported in the last annual report of this department 
were continued throughout the year. The cost of operation was, for 
personal services, $1,199.75, and for fuel and incidentals, $646.88, a 
total of $1,846.63. Against this must be credited $660 collected in 
fees for 26 private cremations. The net cost of operation to the 
District was, therefore, $1,186.63. 

The additional furnace provided for by the District appropriation 
act approved March 4, 1913, was completed during the jrear. The 
structure itself, the mimicipal architect reports, is badly in need of 
repairs, the cost of which he estimates as $3,000. 

Bcbcteriological laboratory. — ^During the fiscal year 1915, 8,175 
examinations were made in the bacteriological laboratory. The na- 
ture and results of the work done are stated in detail on page 71 in the 
report of the bacteriologist. 

In addition to the regular working force of the bacteriological 
laboratory, stated in the last preceding annual report of this depaiir- 
ment, one food inspector was detailed to duty there diudng the vear 
for the purpose of enlarging the work of the health department with re- 
spect to the bacteriological control of food suppUes. The salary of 
the skilled laborer detailed to the bacteriological laboratory was 
increased at the beginning of the year by the JDistrict appropriation 
act of July 21, 1914, from $600 to $720 a year. The organization of 
the laboratory force was therefore as foUows: Bacteriologist, $6 a day; 
assistant bacteriologist, $1,200; food inspector, detailed to laboratory 
duties, $1,000; skUfed laborer, $720. 

The District appropriation act for the fiscal year 1916 provided 
$2,000 for the purcnase and installation of new apparatus and $1,000 
for the replacement of apparatus and suppUes. 

The cost of maintaining and operating the bacteriological labora- 
tory diuing the fiscal year 1915 was as foUows: For personal services, 
$5,265; for maintenance, $300; total, $5,565; for new apparatus, 
$1,999.71; for replacement of apparatus, $1,000. 

It is recommended that the working force and the equipment of the 
bacteriological laboratory be so enlarged as to enable the laboratory 
to imdert&e in appropriate cases the laboratory diagnosis of syphilis 
and gonorrhea, the propagation and distribution of antityphoid 
vaccine and diphthena antitoxin, and field work in connection with 
the supervision of the milk supply. 

Medical and dental inspection of sckooU. — ^During the school year 
1914-15 medical inspectors made 7,731 visits to schools and 107 visits 
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to the homes of pupils. Inspections of pupils were made in 13,698 
instances. Of these examinations, 9,531 were made to determine 
whether pupils in attendance at school should or should not be 
excluded, and as a result 941 exclusions were recommended. Exam- 
inations to determine whether absent pupils should or should not be 
readmitted were made in 4,167 cases, and aU such pupils were read- 
mitted. Thirty-two himdred and thirty-five pupils were examined 
to determine whether they had or had not been successfully vaccin- 
ated, with result that 512 were found not to have been so vaccinated. 

Four himdred and forty-seven pupils were referred by the board of 
education to the health department for examination to determine 
whether they should or should not be assigned to atypical schools. 
One hundrea and twenty-three pupils were recommended for such 
assignment, 287 were not, 19 were withdrawn from school before final 
examination could be made, and 18 cases were pending at the close 
of the year. 

Candidates for admission to the normal schools were as usual re- 
ferred to the health department for examination. Of the 171 candi- 
dates so referred 5 were found to have such physical defects as in the 
judgment of the health department disqualified them for service as 
teachers, and the board of education was so notified. 

The work of the dental inspectors covered 33 schools, and 9,784 
pupils were examraed. Teeth which in the judgment of the inspectors 
needed filling numbered 25,940 and teeth that should be extracted 
numbered 10,332. In determining the importance to be attached to 
these figures it must be borne in mind that the total number of teeth 
examiaed was approximately 200,000. Further details as to the 
results of such examinations appear in the table printed ia the report 
of the chief medical inspector, on page 44. 

The effectiveness of tne work of the medical and dental inspectors 
of schook was very much augmented during the year by the appoiat- 
ment of five school nurses. As the District appropriation act for the 
fiscal year 1915 was not passed imtil July 21, 1914, the time consumed 
in the selection of these nurses through civil-service examinationpre- 
vented their appointment at the beginning of the school year. They 
entered upon the discharge of their duties on January 11, 1915. It 
was deemed imwise to formulate rules for these nurses at the very 
outset of their work, but imder the guidance of the health officer 
and the chief medical inspector, and ia cooperation with the officers 
of the pubUc schools, an effort was made to adjust their activities to 
the routine of the school system, while confining them to strictly 
hygienic and social work. Kules, it was thought, could best be for- 
mmated after experience had shown where they were needed. The 
result has been tnat at the close of the year these nurses were still 
working imder no set regulations, the formulating of these having 
been deferred imtil the summer vacation. 

From January 11, 1915, up to the close of the school year in June, 
1915, these five nurses made 1,409 visits to schools, 2,314 visits to 
the homes of pupils, and 752 to hospitals and dispensaries; in all, 
4,475. Aside from what might be termed strictly routine work, they 
handled the cases of 1,148 individual pupils needing special care and 
treatment. In 727 cases through their activity proper action was 
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obtained, and in only 43 cases was treatment definitely refused. 
Three hundred and seventy-eight cases were pending at the close of 
the year. 

In view of the urgent need for additional nurses for the prevention 
of infant mortalitv during the summer months, an effort was made 
to arrange with the board of education for the employment of the 
school nurses for such work, except during so much of the summer 
vacation as might be allotted to them for leave. The effort was not 
successful, and it is understood that the board of education assigned 
them to duty at playgrounds forming a part of the public scSiool 
system. 

There was no change ia the number of medical and dental inspectors 
of schools during the past year, but the working force and tne cost 
of the service were increasea by the appointment of five school nurses 
at S900 a year each. The cost of personal services for the medical 
and dental inspection of schools was, therefore, $11,000. The amoimt 
expended for mcidentals could not be learned from the board of edu- 
cation when this report was written. The increase in the number of 
employees in this service emphasizes the recommendations heretofore 
made that a supervising officer be provided and that a clerk be 
appointed to care for the records and to assist the supervising officer. 

The terms of medical inspectors of schools, including dental inspec- 
tors, was, by order of the commissioners dated August 4, 1914, 
limited to five years. This order is printed on page 97. 

Enforcement of the cJdld-lahor'law, — ^Diu'ing the fiscal year 1915 the 
health department examined 524 children at the request of the super- 
intendent of schools, to determine whether he might or might not 
properly issue to them permits authorizing them to go to work. In 
all but four cases it was reported that in so far as the physical condi- 
tion of the appUcants was concerned such permits might be issued. 
The remaining four applicants were f oimd to be physicalfy disqualified. 

FOOD-INSPECTION SERVICE. 

By the District approj)riation act for the fiscal year 1915 the 
organization of the food-mspection service was changed by increas- 
ing the salary of the chemist from $1,800 to $2,000 a year and by 
{)roviding a skilled laborer at $600 for assignment to the chemical 
aboratory. The organization of the food-inspection service, includ- 
ing the chemical laboratory, during the year 1915, and its approxi- 
mate cost, were therefore as follows: Chief food inspector, $1,600; 6 
food inspectors, at $1,200 each; 6, at $1,000 each; 5, at $900 each; 
chemist, $2,000; assistant chemist, $1,200; skilled laborer, $600; 
total for services, $21,900. Traveling expenses, $3,004. Incidentals, 
$846.31. Total cost of food-inspection service, $25,750.31. 

The assistant bacteriologist, who is engaged largely in the exami- 
nation of foods, is carried m the expense account of the department 
as an employee in the bacteriological laboratory. One of the food 
inspectors, at $1,000 a year, included in the group enumerated above, 
is assigned to the bacteriological laboratory to assist in the examina- 
tion of foodstuffs. 

By the District appropriation act approved March 3, 1915, certain 
special appropriations, amoimting to $3,335, were made for the pur- 
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chase of apparatus for the chemical laboratory during the coming 
fiscal year, which wJ greatly increase its efficiency. 

Inspection of perishable foodstuffs. — ^The followiag table shows the 
nimiber and kinds of estabUshments where foodstuffs were sold, in 
business in the District of Columbia duriag the fiscal year 1915, cer- 
tain data relative thereto, and comparative figures for the preceding 
year:

To the inspection of commission houses, groceries, markets, and 
hucksters' wagons, where perishable uncooked foodstuffs are sold, 
numbering in all at the close of the year 3,308 estabUshments, there 
were assigned five inspectors, whose salaries aggregated $6,000 a 
year. It is impossible for the department to segregate the incidental 
cost of this branch of the food-inspection service from the cost of the 
food-inspection service generally. 

It is at such estabUshments as are named in the preceding paragraph 
that perishable foodstuffs are commonly condemned. A statement of 
the amoimt and character of foodstuffs thus condemned is printed in 
tables on pages 83 and 84. These tables differ from those heretofore 
published in that they show separately the condemnations made at 
the request of the owner or custodian of the food condemned and the 
condemnations made on the initiative of the food iuspector. Roughly 
speaking, it may be said that approximately two-thirds of the food 
coadenmed is condemned by the food inspector on request. In under- 
taking to draw any inference from this statement, however, it must be 
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borne in mind that condemnations made on request commonlj involve 
larger quantities than do condemnations made on the initiative of the 
inspector, since the former are usually made at the request of a com- 
mission merchant who has in his custody perishable lOodstuflFs con- 
signed to him for sale and who desires a certificate from the health 
department as to the imsalable character of such f oodstuflfs in order 
that he may properly account to the consignor. 

To the inspection of restaurants, lunch rooms, bakeries, confec- 
tioneries, and like places, 2,152 in all, there was assigned during the 
year one inspector at a salary of $900. The incidental cost of this 
special branch of the food-inspection service can not be segregated 
from the incidental cost of the food-inspection service generally. 
Kecommendations heretofore made by the health officer for the 
promulgation of regulations designed to prociu'e greater cleanliness 
of cups, spoons, and other utensus used at such establishments are 
renewed. 

Inspection qf slaugMerTwuses. — Four new slaughterhouses were es- 
tablished in the District during the year, making 21 in all. Of these 
establishments, 253 inspections were made, an average of 12 inspec*- 
tions each. The average frequency of inspection last year was 21.24. 
The diminished fre(juency of inspection was due to the necessary 
withdrawal of veterinary inspectors from the inspection of slaughter- 
houses, for service in connection with the nation-wide outbreak of 
foot-and-mouth disease. The slaughterhouses doing an interstate 
business, 4 in number, are under the supervision of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, and are only occasionally visited by in- 
spectors from this department. For condemnations as the result of 
the inspection of slaughterhouses by the health department, see 
page 57. 

The inspection of slaughterhouses was continued during the year 
on the basis stated in the last preceding annual report of the heialth 
department.

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There were approximately 20,000 cattle on the dairy farms sup- 
plying milk to the District of Columbia during the fiscal year 1915. 
Of these, according to the records of the health department, 10,069 
were officially tuberculin tested during the year, and it is known that 
additional herds were tested by the United States Department of 
Agriculture that do not appear in this number. The increased 
acceptance of tuberculin testmg by dairy farmers supplying milk to 
this District is gratifying, and the time is probably not far distant 
when all cows producmg such milk will be regularly tubercuUn tested 
every year. Of the cattle tested last year, 10,069 *m all, 9,146 passed, 
852 reacted, and 72 were reported as suspicious. 

Milk was collected from 8 herds for inoculation tests, to determine 
whether Uving tubercle baciUi were or were not present in it. The 
tests pertaining to 2 herds were not completed at the end of the year. 
In 4 cases the tests were for various reasons discontinued before final 
results were obtained. Tubercle bacilli were demonstrated in the 
mUk from the remaining 2 herds. The application of the tuberculin 
test to one of the herds from which the iniected milk came showed 24 
tuberculous animals out of a total herd of 30. In the other case the 
herd consisted of 22 cattle and 4 reactors were foimd. 

The year was marked by increased activity on the part of the dairy- 
farm inspectors in the service of notices requiring the correction of 
insanitary conditions. Seven himdred and twenty-two such notices 
were served, as compared with 268 served during the preceding year. 
Arrangements were made, too, whereby objectionable conditions of 
relatively slight importance should not be made the subjects of 
formal notices, but should be taken cognizance of by the inspectors 
orally, that fact to be noted on the score card. 

The occurrence of foot-and-mouth disease in the District gave 
impetus to the pasteurization of milk, and at the close of the year 
approximately 85 per cent of the entire milk supply of the District 
was being regularly pasteurized. In the absence, however, of ref- 
lations defining pasteurization, specifying the conditions under which 
it shall be performed, and providing particularly for its supervision 
and controlby the health officer, mucn of the enort devoted by milk 
dealers to attempts at pasteurization is unsuccessful, their efforts and 
money are wasted, and the public is deceived into beUeving that milk 
labeled pasteurized has as a matter of fact been througn a proper 
pasteurizing process, whereas such is not the case. 

TTie occurrence of foot-and-mouth disease and a recommendation " 
to the pubUc by the health officer that no milk be consumed during 
the presence of that disease except such as had been efficiently pas- 
teurized served to bring out strenuous opposition on the part of a 
considerable number of milk dealers to the publication of information 
that would serve to inform their customers as to the character of the 
milk they were selling. A statement by the health officer that he 
was planning to publish the results of the bacteriological examinations 
of all pasteurized milk during the three months immediately pre- 
ceding Drought forth such a protest from some of the persons engaged 
in the sale of so-called pasteurized milk as to prevent such 
publication. 

The organization of the dairy-farm service during the fiscal year 
1915 has not differed materially from that reported for the preceding 
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year. The total cost for personal services was $6,400, and the cost 
of traveling expenses was $3,004. The cost of incidental expenses 
can not be separated from the cost of such expenses generally for the 
food-inspection service. The total cost of the inspection of dairy 
farms, exclusive of supervision and of incidentals, was therefore 
$9,404. 

Supervision of dairies or milk shops. — ^The following table shows 
the number and distribution of dairies in the District of Columbia 
during the fiscal year 4915, with certain data pertaining thereto, 
and comparative ngures for the preceding year:

One himdred and eight specimens of milk from eight herds were 
tested by inoculation to determine the presence or absence of living 
virulent tubercle bacilli. Such infection was found in two cases. 

Ck)unsel for interested dealers in milk have resorted to all available 
legal procediu-es to prevent any case coming to trial based upon 
bacteriological examination. Up to the present time they have been 
entirely successful. The health department is for the present effectu- 
ally prevented from proceeding with any prosecution in the police 
court. Certain vendors of miUi have been indicted, but as their 
cases must be tried in the supreme court of the District it is imcer- 
tain, in view of the generally crowded condition of the docket of that 
court, when any such case will be determined. One hundred and 
eleven cases were, however, during the year referred to the United 
States district attorney for action. 

Tlie jading of milk. — ^The grades of the milk sold by each milk 
dealer m this District during the fiscal year 1916,^ computed according 
to thjB method reported by this department in its annual report for 
the fiscal year 1913, appear on page 96. 

Legislation with respect to the milJc supply. — ^By a paragraph in the 
District appropriation act for the fiscal year 1916, approved March 3, 
1916, Congress enacted as follows: 

The examinations, inspection, rules and regulations concerning the milk supply 
of the District of Columbia shall be applied alike to each State shipping milk into said 
District.

28 BEPOKT OF THE HEALTH OFFICBB. 

This is merely confirmatory of the practice that was established 
bv the health department when the present milk law was enacted on 
March 2, 1895, and which has not been departed from at any time 
since. 

There is urgent need for the amendment of the laws governing the 
production and sale of milk in and for the District of Columbia, and 
it is hoped that the biU that has been submitted to each new Coi^ess 
during a number of years past will be again submitted and will be 
favorably acted upon. Legislation for the control of pasteurization 
is needed, as is also legislation to regulate the temperature at which 
milk shall be held and offered for sale. It is hoped that the recom- 
mendations of the health officer, providing for the sterilization of 
milk utensils, wiU be favorably acted upon by the commissioners. 
Like action is hoped upon the recommendation of the health officer for 
the better control of milk bottles. Such bottles are now put to all 
kinds of uses, rendering cleaning more difficult, with consequent 
Injustice to the milk dealer and danger to the public. 

Chemical control of foods other than milk and cream. — Of foods other 
than milk and cream there were examined in the chemical laboratory 
during the fiscal year 1915, 598 samples. Of these samples 40 were 
adulterated, but it was found expedient to recommend prosecutions 
in only 21 cases. These prosecutions resulted in 4 fines, amounting 
to $35, and at the close oi the year 17 cases were pending. 

Chemical control of drugs. — OF drugs other than those examined 
for the police department there were analyzed 249 samples. Of these 
46 were adulterated. Prosecution was recommended in 16 cases, 
with the result that fines were imposed in all, amounting to $155. 
More time has been given this year to the examination of orugs, and 
the result fully justifies it. 

CommunicaMe diseases of animals. — ^While communicable diseases 
of animals are related only in part to the food supply of the District, 
yet, because of such relation and for administrative reasons, all work 
of the department that pertains to such diseases is assigned to the 
food-inspection service. Ordinarily, this work is inconsiderable, con- 
sisting of semiweekly inspections of the horse market, in search for 
glanders, visits to the pound and the homes of dog owners in connec- 
tion with the suppression of rabies, and the occasional management 
of cases of hog cholera. During the latter part of the calendar year 
1914 and the early part of the following year, however, a very con- 
siderable additional burden was placed upon the food-inspection 
service with respect to this matter through the widespread epidemic 
of foot-and-mouth disease throughout the country. The disease 
appeared on three farms and at the Benning abbatoir, but through 
the prompt action of this department and the cooperation of the 
United States Department of Agriculture its spread was prevented. 
Regulations promulgated by the commissioners for the prevention of 
the spread of foot-and-mouth disease in the District of Columbia 
appear on page 97. A detailed report of the operations of this de- 
partment with respect to the matter, by Dr. J. r. Turner, one of the 
veterinary inspectors of this department, who was assigned to look 
after the work, appears on page 74. 

Inspection of flour. — ^Previous recommendations of the health of- 
ficer are renewed for the repeal of the act entitled "An act relating 
to the inspection of flour m the District of Columbia,'' approved 
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December 21, 1898 (30 Stat., 765). At no time during the past 
year or for several years past has action been invoked under this 
statute, and it seems to be merely a useless encumbrance upon the 
statute books. 

THE SANITAKY-INSPECTION SERVICE. 

The organization of the sanitary-inspection service described in 
the last annual report of this department continued during the fiscal 
year 1915. The cost of the sanitary-inspection service, including 
the cost of enforcing the smoke law, but not including the cost of 
enforcing the eight-hoxu* law for females, was as follows : For personal 
services, $15,200; for transportation, $294; for incidentals, $642; 
total, $16,136. 

General nuisance inspection. — ^Dining the fiscal year 1915, sanitary 
inspectors made 76,032 visits, as compared with 80,426 during the 
preceding year. This diminution was due to the necessary detail of 
certain sanitary inspectors to ofiice duty for considerable periods 
during the year. Complaints were acted upon numbering 6,919 and 
requiring 13,272 initial visits. Primary inspections madebv sanitary 
inspectors on their own initiative numbered 19,545. All of these, 
together with reinspections, 23,667, and official calls for purposes 
incident to the sanitary inspection work, 19,548, make up the grand 
total of visits stated above. 

Violations of existing laws and regulations for the prevention and 
abatement of nuisances were reported in 12,057 instances, and as a 
result of action bj the health department the unlawful conditions 
were corrected prior to the close of the fiscal year in 11,628 cases. 
The remaining cases, 429, represent the instances in which notices 
were outstandmg at the close of the year. 

For violations of the laws and regulations for the prevention and 
abatement of nuisances, exclusive of the smoke law, 180 informa- 
tions were filed in the police coxu't by the corporation counsel, and 
disposed of as follows: '^ Nolle prosequi ^^ entered, 129 cases; dis- 
missed, 8; '^personal bonds'' taken, 13; collaterals forfeited, 6; 
and fines imposed, 3. The fines collected and collaterals forfeited 
amounted in all to $49. At the close of the year there were 21 cases 
still pending. It is, of coiu^e, bordering on the absurd to institute 
prosecutions ajgainst 180 persons for the continued maintenance of 
unlawful conditions after proper notice to correct them and then to 
'^nol. pros.'' 129 cases and to take '^personal bonds" in 13 cases, 
simply because the notices served were complied with after prosecu- 
tions were begun; but the health departraent seems to be powerless 
to help itself in the matter. Attention is invited to the comment 
made oy the health officer upon this practice in the preceding annual 
reports of the health department. 

Under the assessment system, 269 notices were served for the 
abatement of unlawful conditions for which owners of property were 
liable, the owners being, however, beyond the reach of criminal 
process. In all but 7 cases the imlawful conditions were abated by 
the owners without necessity for further action by the commissioners. 
In 6 of these cases the unlawful conditions were corrected under 
direction of the commissioners at a total cost of $20, which was as- 
sessed as taxes against the property. One case is now pending. 
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Registration of stables, barber shops, laundries, and privies, — ^The fol- 
lowing table shows the number of stables, barber shops, laundries, 
and privies registered at the beginning of the focal year 1916, and 
the number registered at the end of the year.

1 During the year a review was made of the register of box privies existing in the District, and it 
was found that 34 more privies existed at the close of the fiscal year ended June 30, 1914, than had been 
reported. 

The law requiring the contents of privies to be removed by a pneu- 
matic process, which was originally incorporated in one of the ordi- 
nances of the late board of health of the District, September 16, 1873, 
and which has been in force ever since, was repealed by a clause 
embodied in the District appropriation act for the fecal year 1916, 
approved March 3, 1915, which reads as follows: '^ Provided, That 
hereafter night soU may be collected and disposed of by any process 
satisfactory to the commissioners." 

A discussion of the details of the work of the health department 
with respect to stables, barber shops, laundries, and privies appears 
in the report of the chief sanitary inspector. 

SmoJce inspection. — Observations numbering 8,485 were made to 
determine whether the smoke law was or was not being violated. 
Eleven himdred and thirty-^ight violations were discovered, and in 
accordance with the practice of the department detailed in previous 
reports 68 cases were referred to corporation counsel for prosecution. 
Collaterals were forfeited or fines collected in 52 cases, amoimtiQg in 
all to $536. Personal bonds were taken in 15 cases, and in 2 cases 
"noUe prosequi" was entered. Two cases were pending at the close 
of the year. The renewal of the practice of takiag ^'personal bonds" 
ia cases in which the smoke law is violated is viewed with misgivirigs. 
The records of this department show that not imtil the court was 
compelled by a thoroughly aroused public sentiment to impose heavy 
penalties upon violators of this law did the law become effective for 
the prevention of the smoke nuisance. If penalties be waived 
altogether, as is done when '^personal bonds" are taken, the effect- 
iveness of the law will be very materially diminished. 

Enforcement of the weed law. — ^As set forth ia previous reports of 
the health officer, it is impossible to enforce anything like substantial 
compUance with the weed law, because of the absence of anv special 
appropriation for that purpose. The weed law may be said to be a 
summer law, and the nealth department must be provided with a 
summer force if the summer law is to be made effective. During the 
fecal year 1915, 406 notices were served under this law, of wMcn 56 
were notices under the assessment system. The large proportion of 
notices served imder the assessment system is due to the fact that the 
enforcement of this law is ordinarily called for ia connection with 
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unimproved property, where there is no occupant to be held liable 
and where the owner is frequently a nonresident. 

Special duties of the sanitary inspection force. — ^A statement of the 
extent to which the time of the sanitary inspection force has been 
encroached upon by duties pertaining directly to the contagious- 
disease service and to the registration of births^ and by assignments 
to office duty, are set forth in the report of the chief sanitary inspector. 

EIGHT-HOUB LAW FOR FEMALES. 

The organization of the force provided for the execution of the 
provisions of the eight-hour law for females, approved February 24, 
1914, remains the same as during the preceding fiscal year, stated iu 
the last annual report of the health officer. 

An effort has been made to register all places within the purview 
of the law, in which females are employed. The places now appearing 
on the register number 1,605, and are classified as foUows: Hotels 
55, laundnes 136, manufacturing estabhshments 244, mechanical es- 
tabhshments 131, mercantile establishments 85.1, restaurants 141, 
telephone and telegraph offices 9, express and transportation com- 
pames 38. 

Complaints alleging violations of the eight-hour law for females 
numbered 273, and resulted in 281 inspections. Inspections on the 
initiative of inspectors numbered 6,208, and official calls numbered 
2,615. While tnere has been manifested a general willingness to 
comply with this law, prosecutions have been necessary m some 
cases, and an effort was made to prevent altogether the enforcement 
of the law, through an injunction for that purpose. Pending action 
on the appUcation for an injunction, no crimmal prosecutions were 
brought. The appUcation was dismissed April 19, 1915, an appeal 
being noted. Since that time, eight of the cases referred by the 
health officer to the corporation counsel for prosecution have been 
filed in the poUce court. One of these cases was tried by jury, and 
resulted in a conviction and the imposition of a fine of $60. An 
appeal was noted by the defendant, and the case is now before the 
court of appeals. A second case tried in the poHce court resulted in 
a conviction and a fine of $20. The remaining six cases are pending 
at the close of the year. 

Further details as to the work of the sanitary inspection service 
appear in the report of the chief sanitary inspector, in the appendix. 

THE POUND SERVICE. 

The total number of animals that passed through the pound during 
the fiscal year 1915 was 7,648. Of these, 3,210 were dogs, 4,430 cats, 
. and 8 horses. Of the dogs, 1,733 were captured while running at 
large in violation of law, and the remainder were surrendered for 
Quarantiae or for destruction, by their owners or by persons having 
tnem in custody. Of the dogs captured while imlawfuUy running at 
large, 216 were tagged but not muzzled, 4 muzzled but not tagged, 
and 1,513 neither muzzled nor tagged. Impounded dogs were dis- 
posed of as follows: Killed, 2,668; redeemed, 394; sold, 130; and 
returned to owners without fee, 26, 
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Of the cats entering the pound, 231 were caught in traps lent by 
the health department to simering citizens for that purpose, and the 
remainder were surrendered by persons having them in custody. All 
were killed. 

The total number of «.m'ma1s of all kinds surrendered by their 
owners or, custodians was 6,684, and for their collection 4,874 trips 
to various parts of the District were necessary. The amount of work 
incident to the collection of these surrendered animals wiU be better 
appreciated if it is borne in mind that such trips must be made to a 
greater or less degree at the convenience of the citizens, and that 
frequently long trips are necessary for the collection of but a single 
animal. 

As the result of the continued prevalence of rabies in the District, 
the commissioners on August 5, 1914, extended the period for the 
muzzling of dogs to August 9, 1915. 

The poundmaster coUected during the fiscal year 1915, as fees, 
$795, and a.s the proceeds of the sales of impounded animals, $202.50, 
or a total of $997.50. He collected $5 as reimbursement for the cost 
of food supphed impounded animals. As a result to no inconsiderable 
extent of the activities of the poundmaster, the collector of taxes 
during the year collected as a dog tax $15,901.56. 

The organization of the pound service remained during the fiscal 
year 1915 the same as dwmg the previous year. The cost of the 
service during the year was, for personal services, $3,200, and for 
incidentals, $1,264; total, $4,464. If there be deducted from this 
the money collected by the poimdmaster as fees and the proceeds of 
sales, the net cost of the pound service during the year was $3,466.50. 

Previous recommendations that provision be made for the appoint- 
ment of an assistant poimdmaster and for such an increase in the 
laboring force as will permit the pound to be properly guarded at 
night are renewed. 

CLERICAL SERVICE. 

Correspondence and Mes, — ^There were received by the health de- 
partment during the fiscal year 1915, 10,324 letters and 3,604 oral 
complaints. Letters sent out by the department numbered 12,060. 
Special reports filed by employees numbered 1,435. 

The organization oi the clerical force for the execution of the 
work incident to the proper maintenance of the correspondence and 
files remained as durmg the preceding year. The total cost of the 
service during the year was, for personal services, $9,720; for trans- 
portation, $17; and for incidentals, $1,945; total, $11,682. 

Registration of vital statistics. — ^During the fiscal year 1915 there 
were recorded 6,118 death certificates of persons who died within 
the District of Columbia, and 566 of persons who died elsewhere and 
whose bodies were brought into the District of Columbia for disposal.* 
Seven thousand one hundred and eighteen birth certificates were 
recorded, and 420 stillbirths. Three hundred and twenty-four 
disinterment permits were issued. For every death certificate and 
stiQbirth certificate recorded, a burial permit was issued. 

One thousand and twenty-four transcripts were issued from the 
records of the health department, for which fees amoimting to 
$450.50 were coUected. The following statement shows transcripts 
issued during the year.

Private hospitals and asylums. — ^Three private hospitals, all for 
himian beings, were licensed during the fiscal year 1915. One pre- 
viously hcensed discontinued business. There were, therefore, 15 
hospitals and 12 asylums for human beings, and 10 hospitals and 1 
asylum for animals, in all 38, being operated under licenses at the 
close of the fiscal year. 

LEGISLATION. 

The following laws, regulations, and general orders of the commis- 
sioners, pertaining to the work of the nealth department, were en- 
acted or promulgated during the fiscal year 1915: 

A proviso in the District appropriation act approved March 3, 1915, 
removing certain restrictions upon the collection and disposal of 
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A paragraph in the District appropriation act, approved March 3, 
1915, coimrming the practice oi the nealth department with respect 
to the maintenance of miiformity as among the several States, with 
respect to the enforcement of the niles and regulations concerning the 
milk supply of the District of Columbia. 

An order of the commissioners, passed August 4, 1914, limiting the 
terms of medical and dental inspectors of schools to five years, and 

Sroviding that no medical inspector now in the service shall be 
ropped on account of duration of service alone prior to August 31, 
1915, and that any inspector may be reappointed for such period as 
the commissioners may determine if at the expiration of five years' 
service such inspector specially merits reappointment. 

A proclamation of the commissioners, dated August 5, 1914, 
requirmg all dogs in the District of Columbia to be muzzled while 
running at large, for one year from August 9, 1914. 

Kegulations, promulgated by the conmiissioners November 13, 
1914, for the prevention of foot-and-mouth disease. 

Regulations, promulgated by the commissioners April 2, 1915, for 
the control of the business of disinfecting or fumigating in tne District 
of Columbia. 

The laws, regulations, and order named above are printed in the 
appendix. 

PEBSONNEL. 

The general service and interest of the officers and employees in the 
service of the health department has during the year been admirable. 
It is greatly to be regretted that no more substantial inducements to 
faithnil service can be held out to these officers and employees than 
this annual recognition of their services.

Dear Sir: I have the honor to submit the following report for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1915, of work done in the contagious-disease 
service, disinfecting service, the public crematorium, and the medical 
and dental inspection of pub he schools. The figures relating to 
administrative matters cover the fiscal year named. Those relating 
to morbidity and mortality cover primarily the calendar year 1914, 
but these are supplemented by figures covering the first half of the 
calendar year 1915. 

COMMUNICABLE DISEASES. 

For figures showing the prevalence and fatality of each of the report- 
able diseases, see page 45. There was a decrease in the number of 
reported cases of diphtheria, scarlet fever, measles, chickenpox, 
typhoid fever, and tuberculosis, and an increase of whooping cough, 
smallpox, epidemic cerebrospinal meningitis, anterior poUomyehtis 
and pellagra. 

Ihphtheria. — ^During the calendar year 1914, 452 cases of diphtheria 
were reported with 31 deaths, as against 530 cases and 25 deaths for 
the preceding year. Six institutional outbreaks of diphtheria occurred 
as follows:

As has been the case in previous outbreaks, many of the cases re- 

{)orted were ^'carrier'' cases, discovered only when cultures were taken 
rom the throats of exposed persons, after the discovery of clinical 
cases. The fiirst outbreak occurred in January in Children's Hospital, 
resulting in the report of 20 cases, with no deaths. In February, 13 
cases, with 1 death, occurred in Freedmen's Hospital. During the 
same month 8 cases were reported from the Foundling Hospital, and 
in November 4 cases occurred in St. John's Orphanage. In November, 
3 cases again occurred in Children's Hospital, two of which resulted 
fatally. 

I again renew my recommendation of the past two years that the 
regulations now in force be amended so as to require persons residing 
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in homes where diphtheria exists to have a culture taken from their 
throats as soon as practicable after the case is discovered. I recom- 
mend, f miiher, that the regulations be f miiher amended so as to provide 
that the last cultures taken from throats of persons suffering from 
* diphtheria, with a view to releasing them from quarantine, shall be 
taken by a medical inspector of the health department. In my report 
of last year I expressed the beHef that the health department should 
arrange for the free distribution of diphtheria antitoxin, regardless of 
whether the patient is or is not financially able to purchase it. I 
recommend that an effort be made to obtain an appropriation for this 
j)urpose. It is believed this antitoxin can be prepared in the bacte- 
riological laboratory at an estimated cost of $750 for the fiscal year 
1917. 

From January 1 to Jime 30, 1915, 141 cases of diphtheria were 
reported, with 6 deaths, as against 235 cases and 13 deaths during the 
corresponding period of the previous year. The percentage of fatal 
cases during this period feU from 6.5 in 1914 to 4.3 in 1915. 

During the calendar vear 1914, 4,525 cultm-es were submitted to 
the healSi department for examination to determine the* presence or 
absence of diphtheria bacilli. Of these, 2,953 were primary cultures, 
and of this number 376, or 12.7 per cent, were foimd to be positive. 

Scarlet fever, — ^The number of cases of scarlet fever reported from 
January 1 to December 31, 1914, was 311. When compared with the 
previous year, this shows a reduction of 245 in the number of cases 
reported. There was, however, an increase during the first aix months 
of 1915, when there were 604 cases, with 8 deaths, as against 196 cases, 
and 1 death, for the corresponding period of the preceding year. This 
outbreak commenced in November, 1914, and has not at the writing 
of this report (July 1, 1915) entirely abated. 

TypTimd fever, — Ihiring the calendar year 1914, 340 cases with 44 
deaths were reported as against 461 cases and 53 deaths in the preceding 
year, a reduction of 121 cases and 9 deaths. Improvement in the 
typhoid situation stiQ contiuues. That the pubhc is much better 
informed as to typhoid fever, its causes and preventien, there can be 
no doubt ; and to this fact I attribute in a large measure the continued 
reduction in the prevalence of this disease. In addition to this, many 
persons during the past two or three years have been inoculated with 
antityphoid vaccine. 

I wish to again recommend that the health department undertake 
to prepare and dispense free of cost, to all who apply for it, antityphoid 
vaccine. It is believed that this vaccine can be prepared in the bac- 
teriological laboratory at an estimated cost of $300 lor the fiscal year 
1917. I recommend that an effort be made to obtain an appropriation 
for this purpose. There were no milk outbreaks during the year. 
Investigation of the 340 cases reported gave the following imormation:

In 36.5 per cent of the cases in which information was obtainable, 
the premises were weh screened, 9.8 per cent had eaten raw oysters, 
11.8 per cent raw vegetables, and 4.4 per cent had bathed in river and 
other public bathing places. From January 1 to June 30, 1915, 71 
cases of typhoid fever were reported, while during the corresponding 
period of last year 92 cases were reported. 

The efforts to obtain a larger appropriation for the contagious dis- 
ease service, so as to enable tne health department to send competent 
inspectors, preferably trained nurses, mto homes where cases of 
typhoid fever exist, to encourage and require better compliance with 
the regulations relating to isolation and disinfection, have up to the 
present time been unsuccessful. It is earnestly hoped, however, that 
these efforts may be renewed and that the necessary funds may be 
provided. 

SrmUpox, — ^During the calendar year 1914 there were 150 cases of 
smallpox reported, an increase of 10 cases over the number reported 
during the previous year. The disease continues to be of a mild 
type. From January 1 to Jime 30, 1915, 8 cases were reported with 
no deaths. Compared with the corresponding period of last year, 
these figures show a reduction in the number ofcases reported of 114. 
During the fiscal year 1914-15, the smallpox hospital was open 156 
days and 35 patients were treated, the total number of patient days 
being 685. The average number of patients per day during tne 
period when the hospital was in active operation was 4.5 and for the 
year.1.9. The average days per patient was 19.6. The vaccination 
histories obtained from the patients treated were as follows: 

Never vaccinated 13 

Never successfully vaccinated 15 

Never vaccinated until after exposure 3 

Vaccinated in childhood 4 

The quarantine station was open 187 days during the fiscal year, 
during which time 68 persons were admitted. The total number oi 
inmate days was 829, and the average number of inmates per day for 
the period when the quarantine station was in active operation was 
4.4, and for the year 2.3. The average number of days per inmate 
was 12.2. 

During the fiscal year the electric wiring and lighting of the smallpox 
hospital, administration buildii^, and the quarantme station was 
completed, and the interior and exterior of the smallpox hospital and 
adnunistration building were painted. Certain other improvements 
are to be made at all wee buildings during the next fiscal year, the 
money for the purpose having already been appropriated. 

Measles. — ^During the calendar year 1914, 947 cases of measles were 
reported, as against 6,713 during the preceding year. The efforts of 
the health department to prevent the spread of this disease have met 
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with little, if any, results. As the infection is very active during the 
pre-emptive stage, and as during this stage patients are in many 
mstances believed to be suffering from an ordinary cold only, others 
are infected before the nature of the disease is suspected. 

An outbreak of measles means a great loss of time to school children 
from their school studies, as under existing regulations children 
suff erii^ from measles must remain away from school for three weeks 
from the onset of the disease. In view of observations made within the 

fast two or three years, relative to the period of inf ectivity in measles, 
again recommend that the period of exclusion from school of pupils 
suffering from measles be reduced to two weeks from the onset 
instead of three weeks as at present. 

From January 1 to June 30, 1915, 1,645 cases of measles were 
reported, as against 849 for the corresponding period of 1914. This 
outbreak started in January and has contmued unabated to the close 
of the fiscal year. The only institutional outbreak that has occurred 
was in the months of January, February, and March, 1915, in the 
Government Asylum for the Insane, where a total of 64 cases devel- 
oped. There were, however, no fatalities. 

Tuberculosis. — During the calendar year 1914, 1,057 cases of tuber- 
CTilosis were reported, with 652 deaths, and during the previous year 
1,181 cases and 759 deaths. From January 1 to June 30, 1915, 610 
cases and 386 deaths were reported as against 525 cases and 330 
deaths for the corresponding period of tixe previous year. It is 
believed that the general samtary condition of homes of the poorer 
class, where tubercidosis patients reside, has been much improved in 
the past few years, due m lai^e part to the efforts of the inspector, a 
graduate nurse^ appomted to visit such patients, to instruct them in 
proper precautions to be taken to prevent the spread of the disease. 

In a number of instances, this nurse has succeeded in having patients 
provided with separate rooms in which to sleep, who were not pre- 
viously so accommodated. 

The act relating to tuberculosis in the District of Columbia requires 
premises vacated by persons suffering from the communicable forms 
of that disease to be properly disin^cted before being occupied by 
persons not suffering from the same disease. Frequently patients 
remove from one residence to another without notiiying the health 
department of such removal, and as a result the place vacated is 
occupied by other persons without the necessary disinfection. Just 
how much, if any, infection is spread in this manner I do not know, but 
it is in my judgment very important that the disinfection should be 
done. The oruy remedy I can suggest is the employment of a 
sufficient number of inspectors to visit at more or less regular intervals 
the homes of all patients reported as having tuberculosis. The funds 
at the disposal of the health department will not, however, permit 
this being done now. Until sufficient funds are provided, the aepart- 
ment will have to continue doing the best it can under the existing 
circumstances. 

Pdlagra. — ^From January 1 to December 31, 1914, 21 cases of 
pellagra were reported, 6 white and 15 colored, with 2 white and 12 
colored deaths. During the first six months of tne calendar year 1915, 
11 cases and 3 deaths were reported as against 12 cases and 6 deaths 
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for a corresponding period of the preceding year. There has been a 
marked mcrease during the past calendar year in the number of 
cases reported. I am of opinion that this increase is due in part to 
the fact that this disease is now more readily recognized than hereto- 
fore, and in part to increased prevalence. 

Tne colored race seems much more susceptible than the white, the 
case rate per 100,000 of population for the calendar year 1914 bemg 
2.3 for the white and 15.4 for the colored race. While it is believed 
by some that the disease is due to dietetic conditions, it is difficult for 
me to bring myself to accept this as the sole cause, because of the 
fact that the disease is on the increase in this District and there is. 
so far as I know, no reason to believe that the diet of the residents oi 
the District of Columbia has undergone any very marked change in 
tiie past few years; moreover the female sex seems more susceptible 
to tne disease, and it is not believed that the diet of females differs 
very largely from that of the males. 

Leprosy. — On June 2, 1914, John R. Early, the leper formerly 
quarantined in Washington, returned to this city. On December 10, 
1914, another leper made his appearance. This patient, a white man 
about 48 years old, arrived in Washington on the date mentioned 
and informed a police officer that he was a leper. Tbis officer noti- 
fied the health department, whose representative confirmed the 
diagnosis and placea the patient in quarantine. Tbe patient stated 
that he was in the Philippines during the Spanish American War, 
serving as a cook in the United States Army, and that since his 
return to the United States he had been quarantined as a leper in 
San Francisco, Cal., Salt Lake City, Utah, and St. Louis, Mo. From 
each of these places he claims to nave made his escape. Tbe health 
department has made everv effort to have these two lepers returned 
to the places from which they came but so far without success. To 
me it is a gross injustice to burden the District of Columbia witii the 
expense oicaring for tJiese patients, as neither of them were residents 
of this District and have no claim on the municipality. The cost 
of caring for these patients is about $3,200 per year, and I feel that 
the District, with its exceedingly small appropriation for contagious 
diseases, should be relieved of this expense.

DISINFECTING SERVICE. 

During the fiscal year 1915, 2,153 premises were disinfected for 
the following diseases: Diphtheria, 300; scarlet fever, 653; smallpox, 
24; turberculosis, 1,161; epidemic cerebrospinal meningitis, 4; 
typhoid fever, 3; anterior poliomyelitis, 6; measles, 1; pediculosis, 1. 

The following articles were dismfected at the disinfecting station: 
Mattresses, 68; feather beds, 6; bolsters, 4; pillows, 122; carpets, 3; 
quilts, 53; blankets, 69; matting, 1; rugs, 4; cushions, 19; couches, 
2; portiferes, 3; books, 1,360; total, 1,714. 

On account of the great advance in the price of potassium per- 
manganate, brought about by the European war^ it was found 
necessary to look for a cheaper substance to take its place in the 
formaldehyde disinfection of premises. After experimenting with 
several chemic«ds. it appeared that the most satisfactory results 
could be obtainea by usmg formaldehyde, 40 per ceat solution, to 
which is added 5 per cent of magnesium sulphate. After the mag- 
nesium is dissolved, 10 per cent commercial sulphuric acid is added. 
One quart of crushed lime (broken into pieces about the size of a 
marble) is put into a metal receptacle, and IJ pints of the solution 
above referred to is poured over it. Tbese quantities are suflSicient 
to disinfect 1,000 cubic feet of space. 

MEDICAL AND DENTAL INSPECTION OF SCHOOLS. 

This service is badly in need of a supervising officer, who can 
devote at least the entire official day to the work. Tbe plan of 
detailing one of the medical inspectors to supervise the work aas not 
proven satisfactory. This inspector, like all the others, can not 
equitablv be required to devote more than three hours a dajr to his 
official auties, and in this short space of time he can not give the 
service the attention it demands. Now that school nurses are 
employed, the services of a supervisory officer are even more urgently 
needed than heretofore. 
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During the school year 1914-16, 7,731 visits were made by medical 
inspectors of schools and 107 to the nomes of the pupils. There was 
a total number of 13,698 examinations made during the year. Of 
these, 9,531 were in attendance at the time of examination and 
were examined to determine whether they should or should not be 
excluded, and as a restilt 941 were excluded. Pupils who had been 
absent to the number of 4^167 were examined and readmitted. The 
examination of 3,235 pupils to ascertain their vaccination histories 
resulted in finding 2,723 successfully vaccinated and 512 unsuccessiul.

Physical examinations were made of 171 candidates for admission 
to the normal schools, 114 white and 57 colored. Forty-two of the 
white and 12 of the colored candidates had some defect of vision, and 
it was recommended that they be required to wear suitable glasses. 
Four white and 1 colored candidate were foimd to have physical 
defects which, in the judgment of the health department, disqualified 
them for duties as teachers. It was therefore recommended that they 
be not admitted to the normal schools. 

During the vear the board of education referred 447 pupils for ex- 
amination to determine if they should be assigned to atypical schools. 
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Of this number, 123 were recommended for such assignment and 287 
were not. Nineteen had been withdrawn from school before exam- 
ination, and in 18 cases no final report was made.

CHILD-LABOR LAW. 

From July 1, 1914, to June 30, 1915, the health department, at the 
request of the board of education, examined 524 children under the 
provisions of the child-labor law, to determine if they were physically 
able to perform the duties of the positions they desired to nU. Four 
were found physically unfitted, and it was recommended no permits 
be granted. 

PUBLIC CBEMATOBY. 

During the fiscal year 1915, 560 bodies were cremated, of which 
107 were adults, 194 infants, and 259 stiUbom children. The total 
cost of maintaining the crematory for the fiscal year referred to, in- 
cluding personal services, repairs, supplies, etc., was $1,846.63. Es- 
timating the bodies of 194 babies as equivalent to 16 adults bodies 
and excluding stUlbom children altogether, an equivalent of 123 
adult bodies were cremated. Based on the figures riven above, the 
cost of cremation for an adult body was $15.01. During the fiscal 
year $660 was collected for private cremations. Deducting this 
amount from the total cost of maintenance, the net cost to the gov- 
ernment for the maintenance of the crematory was $1,186, and the 
cost of cremating each adult body re(juired to be buried at public 
expense, or the equivalent in bodies of infants, was $9.64. 

BECOMMENDATIONS. 

I again call attention to the urgent need of a water main to provide 
fire protection for the smallpox hospital. A recommendation for the 
laying of this water main has been made each year for several years 
past, and I now earnestly renew this recommendation. At the pres- 
ent time the nearest fire hydrant to this building is 1,200 feet away 
and in the event of fire it would be almost useless. 
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^ I again renew my former recommendation for a new stable at the 
smallpox hospital. The old structure now in use is a disgrace. 

I desire to again call attention to the matter of preparm^ and dis- 
tributing free of cost diphtheria antitoxin and antityphoid vacciue. 
It is bdfieved that the sum of $750 for the diphtheria antitoxin and 
$300 for the antityphoid vaccine will be sujficient for one year's sup- 
ply. It is hoped tnat an appropriation to enable the department to 
do this work may be obtained.

BEPOBT OF CHIEF FOOD INSPECTOB. 

Septembeb 9^ 1915. 
Dr. William C. Wcx)dwabd, 

Health Officer, District of Columbia. 

Deab Sm: I have the honor to submit the annual report relative 
to the operations of the food-inspection service during the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1915. 

Dairy farms. — ^A comparative statement showing the number and 
location of dairy farms from which milk is sold m the District of 
Columbia, the number of cattle on such farms, and the frequency of 
farm inspections, for the fiscal years is submitted. (See p. 24.) 
There was a decrease during the latter year of 75 in the number of dairy 
farms registered, and a decrease of 768 in the nimiber of dairy cattle. 

Tuberculin testing. — ^Ten thousand and sixty-nine cattle on the 
farms producing muk for sale in the District were reported as having 
been officially tuberculin tested during the year, and there were some 
herds tested on the annual retest by me Bureau of Animal Industry, 
Department of Agriculture, which do not appear in this number. 
Of the cattle reported, 9,145 passed, 852 reacted, and 72 were r^arded 
as suspicious. Several of those reported as suspicious were retested 
and passed. Reports from those herds which are regularly tested 
are still gratifying, in that practically no reactions are now noted. 

InocuGtion tests for tuberculosis. — dj means of guinea-pig inocula- 
tion, living tubercle bacilli were found in the muk from two dairy 
herds shipping milk into this District for sale. The sale of milk 
from these herds was immediately stopped, and permission to sell 
milk was denied until the cattle were demonstrated to be free from 
tuberculosis, by the application of an official tuberculin test. This 
test was applied to each n^d, and in one instance 24 of the 30 animals 
tested reacted, and in the other, only 4 of 22. The reacting animals . 
were slaughtered \mder inspection. 

Dairies. — ^While there was an increase in the munber of inspections 
of dairies during this year, the increase was not as great as anticipated. 
It was expected that a reapportionment of work would release the 
inspector of dairies from duty other than the inspection of dairies. 
I regret that these expectations were not realized. The great amount 
of clerical work necessary to keep properly the records of the service 
required the detail of this inspector to assist in this clerical work 
from time to time, and, therefore, his inspection work suffered. 

Inspection of markets, groceries, and other places where foods are 
prepared f<yr sale and sola. — I am glad to report an increase in the 
number of inspections of places of this character during the year, 
and the results would have been more gratifying if one inspector had 
not been assigned to clerical work for nme montns during tnis period. 
Since Jime 1, 1915, this inspector has again been assigned to inspec- 
tion work. 
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' Inspection of slaughterhouses. — ^There are 21 slaughterhouses m the 
District of Columbia, and these were exammed 253 times. There 
were inspected at the time of slaughter: Cattle, 106; sheep, 497; 
calves, 544; and hogs, 145. The carcasses of three cattle and five 
hogs were found to be unfit for food and were denatured with oil. 
The cattle were condemned, one because of an injury, one for tuber- 
culosis, and one for leucaemia. The hogs were affected with cholera. 

Communicable diseases of animals. — So far as this department was 
informed, there were no cases of glanders. 

Three outbreaks of foot-and-mouth disease were discovered among 
cattle, in the District of Columbia, on as many separate farms. The 
cases were handled in cooperation with the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
United States Department of Agriculture. The entire number of 
cattle on these farms, 45 in all, were destroyed, because they had 
either contracted the disease or been exposed to infection. The 
owners of the cattle were reimbursed for the loss by the Federal 
(jovemment, after appraisal of the cattle by officials of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry, United States Department of Agriculture. The 
health department maintained guards over these premises from the 
time of the discovery of the disease until the animals were slaughtered 
and the premises disinfected. The disinfection of the premises was 
made by the health department in cooperation with the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, United States Department of Agriculture. It is 
believed that this pohce work prevented the spread of the disease in 
this District. This department, in conjunction with the pohce 
department, assisted in enforcing the quarantine placed by tlie 
Secretary of Agriculture on all shipments of certain specified Uve 
stock and hides; and also upon shipments of hay, straw, and fodder 
into the District of Columbia from Maryland and Virginia. A 
detailed report on the prevalence of foot-and-mouth disease appears 
on page 74. 

Fifteen cases of hoe cholera appeared on one farm in the District. 
The sick hogs were slaughtered, the other hogs on the farm, 123 in 
number, were immunized, and the infected pens disinfected. There 
was no spread of the disease. 

Anthrax appeared on a dairy farm near by, in Maryland, supplying 
milk to this District. The outbreak was among hogs, eleven of which 
died. The remainder of the hogs on this farm were injected with a 
serum furnished by the United States Department of A^culture, 
and no additional cases developed. 

There were 8 cases of rabies among dogs in the District of Columbia 
during the year. Two human beings, a child and a man, died from 
the disease. For a detailed report on this disease, see page 14. 

Becommsndations. — I have tne honor to renew the former recom- 
mendation that H. R. 8625 and S. 1092 (63d Cong., 1st sess.), "A biU 
to protect the pubhc health in the District of Columbia by regulating 
the production and sale of milk, cream, and ice cream in and for the 
District of Columbia,'' be recommended for favorable consideration. 

It is also recommended that an additional section to the reflations 
for the government of dairies and dairy farms in the District of 
Columbia be recommended to the commissioners, to require as 
follows: On and after July 1, 1916, all cattle on any dairy larm on 
which milk is produced for sale in the District of Columbia shall be 
free from tuberculosis, as demonstrated by the application of an 
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official tuberculin test. The test to be applied once each year, or as 
often as the health officer may deem it necessary. 

It is further recommended that these regulations be amended so as 
to provide that no milk or cream be brought or sent into the District 
of Columbia for sale or for manufacture, or be sold, stored, held for 
sale, or offered for sale in this jurisdiction, unless said milk or cream 
be kept at a temperature not exceeding 50^ F., and that no utensils 
or pans used to receive the milk as secreted from the udder of the cow 
shall have an uncovered opening at the top exceeding 7 inches in 
diameter. 

Permit the recommendation that section 12a of an ordinance to 
prevent the sale of unwholesome food in the District of Columbia be 
amended so as to provide that no market, store, or stall, where food 
is offered for sale and sold, shall be established, maintained, or con- 
tinued without a certificate from the health officer that the premises 
are in a sanitarv condition and suited to the conduct of such busmess. 

Additional clerical force is urgently needed in this branch of the 
service. At this time a food inspector is assigned to keep the records 
for the service, and the task is greater than one man can accomplish 
in the usual working day. I, therefore, recommend that additional 
help be requested. The efficiency of the service would also be greatly 
increased if a clerk was provided to release for field duty the inspector 
now assigned to clerical work. 

The automobile furnished for the use of the health department has 
been assigned to this service during one-half of each working day. 
The result of its use may be readily estimated by a perusal of the 
records of this service during the period since tne automobile was 
furnished and comparing it with a similar record covering a corre- 
sponding period for the preceding year. The most apparent increase 
in efficiencjr is in the collection of specimens for analysis in the labora^- 
tories of this department.

There was an increase in the number of specimens of milk and 
cream collected. While this is gratifying, the fact that at least one 
sample of milk was collected each month from each dairyman selling 
milk in this district at retail shows greater efficiency. Then, too, 
these specimens were collected from tne deUvery wagons while they 
were actually engaged in delivering milk to consumers. It is my 
opinion that samples collected in this manner are more representative 
of the quality of the product as it is dispensed to the pubUc than 
would be the examination of samples of milk collected from the 
dairies. Other work has been made possible, such as following inter- 
state shipments of milk from their sources to places of sale in this 
jurisdiction, the collection of samples of water for bacteriological 
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examination from dairy farms in nearby States, and the collection of 
samples of milk on the same day from several institutions such as 
hospitals, at the time of its delivery, when such institutions are 
located at widely separated points. In aU collections where prompt 
dehvery of the specunen into the laboratory is required, the automo- 
bile has increased the efficiency of the service. With the limited 
force of inspectors, prompt transportation from place to place is 
essential. The lack of the means of such prompt transportation is 
especially evident when the automobile is being used by the sanitary 
inspection service of this department in its allotted time. There is 
urgent need for an automobile to be assigned to this service at all 
times, as there have been occasions when certain work could not be 
done at the time when it would have best served the public, since the 
means of prompt transportation required in this work was not 
available. I urgently recommend that an automobile for the exclu- 
sive use of the food inspection service be requested.

Of the samples of water from wells on dairy farms, 61.78 per cent 
showed no evidence of injurious contamination, 5.69 per cent were 
classed as suspicious, and 32.52 per cent were condemned. From 
the municipal and other bathing pools none showed evidence of 
injurious contamination. From private wells, 55.55 per cent showed 
no evidence of injurious contanunation, 6.34 per cent were classed 
as suspicious, and 38.09 per cent were condemned. From pubUc 
wells, none showed evidence of injuriouscontamination. From pub- 
lic school wells, 81.69 per cent showed no evidence of injurious con- 
tamination, 4.22 per cent were classed as suspicious, and 14.08 per 
cent were condemned. 

BUTTER. 

Of the 56 samples of butter analyzed, 5 were foimd to be adulter- 
ated in that they failed to contain a sufficient amoimt of fat. In 
one instance only did the deficiency justify a reference of the case to 
theprosecuting attorney. This case is now pending in the court. 

Chemical standards for hvMer. — ^An act relating to the adulteration 
of foods and drugs in the District of Columbia, approved February 17, 
1898, provides that butter is deemed to be adulterated ''if it contains 
more than twelve per centum of water, more than five per centum 
of salt, and less than eighty-three per centum of fat." Circular No. 
19, United States Department of Agriculture, entitled "Standards of 
Purity for Food Products,'' defines butter as follows: 

1. Butter is the clean, nonrancid })roduct made hy gatheriiig in any manner the 
fat of freeh or ripened milk or cream into a mass, which also contains a small portion 
of the other milk constituents, -with or -without salt, and contains not less than eighty- 
two and five-tenths (82.5) per cent of milk fat. 

2. Renovated butter ^ process butter ^ is the product made by melting butter and 
re-working, -without the addition or use of chemicals or any substances except milk, 
cream, or salt, and contains not more llian sixteen (16) per cent of -water and at least 
eighty-two and five-tenths (82.5) per cent of imlk fat. 

Classification of bvMer. — ^The butter sold in the District of Coltun- 
bia maybe grouped into three classes: "Creamery" butter, "proc- 
ess" butter, and "country" butter, or that made in the old-fashioned 
way, by hand. 
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Creamery huUer, — ^Approximately 85 per cent of the butter sold 
here is creamery butter, Eighty per cent of the butter sold in 
retail stores is in 1-pound prints, wrapped in parchment paper. It 
is estimated that 80 per cent of this class of butter comes from the 
Western States, as Minnesota, Michigan, Wisconsin, and Ohio. A 
comparatively small portion comes from Pennsylvania and New York. 

There is one creamery located in the District of Columbia, which 
had an output last year of 1,000,000 pounds or 2,739 pounds per 
day. The entire output was sold here. 

Process butter, — Of the total amount of butter sold in this city, 
approximately 10 per cent is process butter. 

Country butter, — ^This class represents about 5 per cent of the total 
amount and is procured from tne adjoining States of Maryland and 
Virginia. 

Attention is invited to the following tabulated statement show- 
ing the percentage composition of creamery butter and country 
butter, samples oi which were procured from stores about the city 
and from the markets.

The analysis of one sample of process butter, I. S. No. 20451K, 
resulted as follows: Water, 10.57 per cent; fat, 82.81 per cent; 
salt, 4.92 per cent; casein, 1.72 per cent. 

Total samples collected 49; 24 creamery butter, 23 '* country" 
butter, and 2 process butter. 

It will be noted that the country butter contains a little more fat 
and a little less water than the creamery butter, jet when the two 
classes are compared for the purpose oi determining their relative 
food value the important factor of flavor must not be overlooked. 
Country butter is, as a rule, rather "strong" in flavor and not as 
palatable as creamery butter. 

Standard. — I am of the opinion that the standard for butter is a 
little too high, and should be amended as follows: Butter fat, not less 
than 80 per cent; moisture, not more than 16 per cent; salt, not more 
than 4 per cent. 

MISCELLANEOUS ANALYSES. 

CampJiorj spirits of. — One hundred and five samples of spirits of 
camphor were procured by this department and subjected to analysis 
for tne purpose of determining the camphor and alcohol content. 

The United States Pharmacopoeia requires that 100 grams of cam- 
phor shall be contained in 1,000 cubic centimeters of spirits of cam- 
phor. Of the number examined, only 8i per cent contained the re- 
quired amoimt. Forty-seven and six-tenths per cent contained less 
tnan the required amoimt, and 43.8 contained more. Forty-seven 
samples contained from 8 to 10 per cent of camphor, 37 samples 
contained from 10 to 12 per cent; 3 samples contained less than 8 
per cent, and 9 samples contained more than 12 per cent. 
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The amouat of alcohol entering into the preparation was misstated 
in two instances (the amount given in one mstance being 10 per cent 
and in the other 98 per cent). 

In 10 instances the labels failed to state the presence of alcohol in 
the preparation. This last-named violation of the law was due either 
to carelessness or ignorance of the law. 

Inquiry has developed the fact that in many instances drug stores 
are not equipped with suitable metric weights and measures. As all 
formulae in the Pharmacopoeia are expressed in terms of metric weight 
and measure, the druggist not so equipped must transpose the weignts 
and measures givenin me Pharmacopoeia to the so-called apothecary's, 
or avoirdupois, weights and measures, thereby introducing a very likely 
source of error. 

The directions given in the Pharmacopoeia for making spirit of 
camphor are as follows: Dissolve the camphor (100 grams) in 800 
cubic centimeters of alcohol, filter through paper, and pass enough 
alcohol through the filter to make the product measure 1,000 cubic 
centimeters. 

Of the 24 cases of adulteration in which prosecution was recom- 
mended, 5 were referred for prosecution, with the result that a fine 
of $10 was imposed in each case. Of the remaining number, action 
was suspended in 5 cases, while no action was taken in 14 cases 
because of a clerical error in notices of hearing issued to the vendors. 

Candy. — ^In the examination of candy, special attention was given 
to the presence of unlawful '^ fillers" and the use of dyes containing 
poisonous substances, such as arsenic, zinc, lead, etc. None was found. 

Cheese. — ^Inspectors of the health department purchased 76 samples 
of cheese in various sections of the District for chemical analysis. Of 
these samples, 69 were above the required standard, and some con- 
siderably so. Seven were below, some but sHghtly, indicating either 
that the cheese had been poorly made or that skimmed milk or milk of 
a poor grade had been used in part, and one was so extremely low in 
muk fat as to indicate that it was skimmed-milk cheese, although it 
had not been so sold. Aside from the variations in the quantity of 
milk fat, no other adulterations were found. As a result oi the exam- 
ination of the 76 samples of cheese, 5 cases were recommended for 
prosecution and are now pending. 

CideTi—Oi the 5 samples of cider examined, 3 were foimd to be 
adulterated in that they contained benzoate of soda, the presence of 
which was not declared on the barrel. One case was prosecuted, a 
fine of $25 being imposed. As to the remaining 2, the inspector pur- 
chasing the samples could not prove the sale, therefore no prosecu- 
tions were instituted. 

Cream of tartar.-— Twenty samples of cream of tartar were subjected 
to tests for purity as laid down m the United States Pharmacopoeia, 
special attention being given as to the presence of lead and arsenic. 
No adulterants were found. 

Iodine, tincture of. — Of the 86 samples of tincture of iodine exam- 
ined, 21 were adulterated. Of the adulterated samples, 19 varied 
from the standard laid down in the United States Pharmacopoeia, 
some containing no iodide of potash, others a deficiency of iodine, or 
of iodide of potash, or both, and otners a large excess of one or the 
other of the aforesaid ingredients or both. Of the remaining two, 
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one was misbranded in that the label bore no statement as to the 
alcohol content, and the other bore a label incorrectly stating the 
amount of alcohol in the tincture. Prosecution was recommended, 
with the result that 11 cases were referred to the United States attor- 
ney for the District of Columbia for prosecution, and action sus- 
pended in the remaining 10 cases. Of tlie 11 cases referred for pros- 
ecution, a fine of $10 was imposed in each of 10 cases, while in the 
remaining case a fine of $5 was imposed. 

Lard.— Of the 84 samples exammed, 18 were foimd to be adulter- 
ated in that they contained cottonseed oil and beef stearin, or beef 
stearin alone. These cases were referred for prosecution with a result 
that a fine of $5 was imposed in each of two cases, while the remaining 
16 cases are pending. 

One sample purchased was found to be short weight. This case was 
referred to the office of the superintendent of weights, measures, and 
markets. 

Magnesia^ effervescing solution of citrate of. — Of the 20 samples ex- 
amined, 11 were adulterated in that they did not meet the standard 
laid down in the United States Pharmacopoeia. Because of the uncer- 
tain character of the preparation, it was deemed advisable to issue a 
warning to the druggists to exercise more care in its preparation. 
No recommendation for prosecution was made. 

Pepper. — Of the 81 samples of pepper examined, only one was 
found to be adulterated. This one contained added pepper shells. 
The case was referred for prosecution, and, as yet, no disposition has 
been made of it. 

Water, toilet. — Of the 6 samples of toilet water examined, 2 were 
found to contain methyl alcohol. These preparations were manu- 
factured by the same firm, a New York concern having branch houses 
in many foreign cotmtries. This department advised the manufac- 
turer that the sale in the District of Columbia of such preparations 
was in violation of an act to regulate the practice of pharmacy. The 
manufacturer promptly withdrew the objectionable stock from this 
market and substituted preparations containing grain alcohol therefor. 

Sanitary survey of the John Eaton School huiMmg, Cleveland ParJc. — 
In response to a complaint concerning the heating and ventilation 
of this building certain tests were made on February 9, 10, 11, and 12 
for the purpose of determining the effectiveness of tne system of heat- 
ingand ventilation in operation. 

This system consists of three Smead furnaces, 1908 model, set in a 
single battery, with forced circulation of air. Air is circulated by a 
6 by 9 Sturtevant double-inlet bottom, horizontal-discharge fan. The 
fan is belt driven by a 7i horsepower single phase, 60 cycle, alternat- 
ing current, induction motor with a speed of 116.5 revolutions per 
minute, and by a 5 horsepower Otto gas engine of 180 revolutions per 
minute. The two fan pulleys are 24 inches in diameter ; motor pulley 
4 inches and gas engine pulley 20 inches. 

Ventilating system: This consists of a series of vent ducts leading 
from the rooms to the foul-air chamber located in the attic. The 
movement of air through the ducts is controlled by gravity. Ducts 
open into the foul-air diamber which empties into an overhead duct 
and is separated from it by a large damper, the latter being controlled 
by extension chains leading to the fan-discharge chaimber in the 
basement. 
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In the basement and rooms other than class rooms, the system is 
set to remove five times the volmne of air in rooms in the course of 
an hour. 

As a result of the examination, it was found that the system was 
not being operated properlj^, the rooms being overheated in some 
instances, and, at the same time, receiving a deficient supply of fresh 
air. This condition very materiafly lowered the relative numidity 
causing undue dryness of the atmosphere. When hot dry air strikes 
the body, it rapidly absorbs moisture therefrom and causes a rapid 
lowering of body temperature through radiation of heat, with attend- 
ant chifly sensations. The individual may feel hot and cold in rapid 
succession, yet the temperature of the room may be about normal. 
When this condition obtains, there is usually an appeal for more heat, 
with a resulting fittther decrease of moisture and increasing dis- 
comfort. 

The person charged with the operation of the system was unf a- 
miUar with the work. Measures were taken to have this person 
receive proper instructions and practical demonstrations. 

On February 26 and 26 a reinspection of the building was made, 
with the result that a marked improvement in heating and venti- 
lating was noted, but the effectiveness of this system will always 
depend, in a large measure, upon the skill and care with which it is 
operated. 

A report in detail of the survey has been submitted. 

EXAMINATIONS FOR THE POLICE DEPARTMENT. 

Beer. — ^The samples of beer, 16 in number, were analyzed for the 
purpose of determming whether the alcohol content exceeded 2 per 
cent by weight. In no instance did the alcohol content reach the 2 
per cent limit. 

Cocaine. — ^Four of 10 samples taken from peddlers of the ''dope" 
were subjected to analysis for the purpose of identifying the material 
as cocaine. The samples were cocaine. The peddlers were arrested, 
but the cases against them have not vet been tried. The remaining 
6 samples were purchased from a physician, alleged to have been 
sold in violation of the pharmacy law. This case has not yet been 
brought into court. 

Clothing. — ^Among the articles of clothing examined was a child's 
dress bearing stains suspected to be seminal. Microscopical exami- 
nation of tne stains revealed the presence of spermatozoa. The 
assailant was convicted and sentenced to the penitentiary for a term 
of 16 years. 

Hmr, — ^A sample of hair was examined for the purpose of deter- 
mining whether it was human or hair of some lower animal. This 
examination was made in connection with an investigation concern- 
ing the death, by violence, of a member of the police department. 
The examination showed the hair to be that of a cow. 

Ice cream. — ^A sample of ice cream suspected to contain poison 
was analyzed with the result that no poisonous substance was found 
therein. 

Jam. — ^A sample of jam suspected to contain oxalic acid was ex- 
amined, but no oxalic acid or other poison was found. 

Meal, — ^A sample of meal suspected to contain poison was analyzed 
and found to contain arsenic. A colored woman was charged with 
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having thrown the meal into a neighbor's yard, and so killing chickens. 
At the trial the charge was not sustained. 

Medicine. — ^Two samples of alleged medicine sold by a ''Voodoo" 
doctor were examined, with the result that the ''doctor" was prose- 
cuted for practicing medicine without a license. He plead guilty 
and sentence was suspended. 

Another sample of medicine, known as "Wheeze-no-more," was 
suspected to contain narcotics. Analysis failed to show the presence 
of such drugs. 

Morphine. — ^Three samples of tablets, labeled " Morphine sulphate, 
J grain," were purchasea from a physician by an alleged morphine 
addict. The analysis showed each tablet to contain i ^S'i^ moT- 
phine sulphate, and in all there were about 300 tablets. The physi- 
cian was arrested and charged with a violation of the nharmacy law. 
The trial was by jury and a verdict, based on the alleged failure of 
the prosecution to prove that the purchaser was an addict, was 
rendered in favor of the defendant. 

Eleven samples of powder suspected to be morphine were examined 
and the powders identified as morphine sulphate. 

In one instance the defendant was fined $200, or nine months in 
jail, for illegally selling the drug. 

Five samples represented another case, which resulted ia the dis- 
charge of the defendant because the sale of the drug was not proved. 
Tlie remaining cases are pending. 

Opium. — ^A sample of opium prepared for smoking was identified 
as such, and a Chinaman charged with selling the dn^ forfeited SlOO 
collateral. 

Paper. — ^A certain fish dealer conceived the idea of improving the 
appearance of the gills of fish he had on sale by coloring them red. 
For this purpose he used a decoction of red ciepe paper. The dye, on 
analysis, was found to be Ponceau Red 4B. The dealer was fined $10. 

Pun^h. — A sample of punch sold at a social gatherinff was examined 
and foimd to contain 10.71 per cent absolute alcohol by weight. In 
tiiis case the defendant was chained with selling an intoxicating 
beverage, and his personal bonds were taken by the court.

During the past year the laboratory force has been increased by 
the addition of a skilled laborer, a help sorely needed for many years. 
The presence of a skilled laborer in tne laboratory has made it pos- 
sible for the chemist and assistant chemist to perform a wider variety 
of work and to do more eflPective work, without necessitating the 
neglect of the routine mUk and cream examinations. All samples 
held for prosecution have been analyzed in duplicate by the chemist 
and assistant chemist, thus making the case stronger than if one or 
the other alone had analyzed the material in question. Sanitary 
surveys of the John Eaton School building, covering a period of 
approximately two weeks, and several rooms in the District Building, 
were made without stopping the daily collection and analysis of miUt 
and cream. The assistant chemist has been enabled to carry on a 
study of a chemical method for distinguishing raw and pasteurized 
milk. The number of miscellaneous samples analyzed during the 
fiscal vear ended June 30, 1914, was 716, while during the present 
year there were analyzed 1,180, an increase of 464 sampfes, or over 64 
per cent. Here is demonstrated conclusively what the presence of a 
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skilled laborer has meant. It has meant more diversified and more 
efficient service to the public. 

The diminution in the number of milk and cream samples analyzed 
this year was due only to the fact that more samples were not col- 
lected. 

BECOMMENDATIONS. 

.1. An increase in the salary of the assistant chemist from $1;200 to 
$1,600 is again recommended. The reasons for this increase are the 
same as those advanced last year and explained in detail. It seems 
superfluous to enmnerate them again. 

2. That an appropriation of $1,000 be requested for the purchase 
of apparatus and equipment and maintenance of laboratory. 

3. That an appropriation of $500 be requested for the purchase of 
reference books, journals, periodicals, etc.

GENERAL SERVICE. 

The total number of examinations made was 8,356; 6,433 related 
to conta^ous diseases and 1,923 to milk, cream, ice cream, water, 
ice, etc. The examinations are tabulated below in periods of six 
months each.

The number of primary cultures, positive for diphtheria bacilli, 
was 313; 25 of these were carrier cases; this would give at most 
288 clinical cases, which I think somewhat higher than the number 
actually occurring because it is believed that a few carrier cases 
have been included. The 25 cases occurred in institutions, and 
about which there can be no question as to their character. 

Only 10.2 per cent of the cases which gave a negative culture 
became positive on the second cultiu'e. This shows an improve- 
ment as compared with those of the preceding year, when it was 19 
per cent. Tnis number is yet too large to be ignored, if the n^a- 
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tive culture is considered of value in the release of the cases of 
diphtheria from quarantine. I am thoroughly in accord with Mc- 
Donald, who says *'the control of diphtheria is the control of the 
carrier." This certainly is borne out in our treatment of institu- 
tional diphtheria here in the District of Columbia. My recommenda- 
tion maae to you in August, 1911, regarding the better control of 
diphtheria is again respectfully urged. 

EXAMINATION OF SPUTUM. 

Examinations of sputa for the tubercle bacillus shows a slight 
increase, but is far from satisfactory. The total number of exami- 
nations made was 1,556. Of these, 469 were positive. Contrasting 
this with the number of reported cases of pulmonary tuberculosis, for 
the same year, would indicate that as many as two-fifths were reported 
on clinical and physical evidence alone. This would also suggest 
that these reported cases are more than probable those in the second 
or last stage of the disease, and are in most part dangerous cases. 
If, therefore, resort was had to a sputum examination at an early 
date, it would be advantageous to the patient, and to the protection 
of the community. If sputum examinations are to be of greatest 
service, they should be employed earUer than is the custom now. 

TESTS FOR WIDAL REACTION. 

There has been an increased number of blood specimens sent in 
for Widal reaction than the previous vear with the result that many 
of these give a positive reaction. A few physicians sent in such 
specimens in 1911, a few more in 1912, ana smce then it has been 
gradually growing. These examinations show conclusively that 
typhoid fever infects the children here just as it does in other com- 
munities. 

OPHTHALMIA OF INFANTS. 

Since August, 1911, sophol packages have been issued to the mid- 
wives with instructions, both oral and written, to use the sophol 
solution in the eyes of every child delivered by them. 

It has worked very satisfactorily for the past four years. Since 
1911, 2,799 children have been delivered oy midwives. Among 
this number 21 cases of ophthalmia have been apprehended. In 
none of these was sophol used. 

EXAMINATIONS FOR MALARIA. 

Malarial infections were few. In 11 cases, the blood showed no 
parasites, but gave a Widal reaction. 

EXAMINATION OF MILE. 

The usual number of examinations of milk and cream has been 
carried on. On the whole, the milk supply has shown an improve- 
ment as to the bacterial content, a larger proportion of the Tnilk 
having been pasteurized, and the raw milk better handled. TTie 
campaign agamst tuberculous milk has been continued, with good 
results, as tne number of infected herds, found this year by inocu- 
lation tests, was 2 as compared with 5 found in the previous year. 
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LABORATOBY EQUIPMENT. 

The laboratory has been equipped with new apparatus, and several 
apparatus have been replaced. The question which now troubles us 
most is the lack of room. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I again respectfully renew my recommendations regarding the 
supply of antityphoid vaccine and diphtheria antitoxin to the resi- 
dents of the District of Columbia, and have at another place submitted 
an estimate for the above. With reference to the issuance of anti- 
typhoid vaccine, I feel sure that we need no further law or appro- 
priation than now exists.

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BEPOBT OF VETEBIVABT IVSPECTOB OH OUTBBEAK OF 
FOOT-AVD-HOUTH DISEASE. 

August 16, 1915.

Deab Sm: I beg leave to submit the following report on two out- 
breaks of foot-and-mouth disease which occurred in the District of 
Columbia during the months of November, 1914, and February, 1915: 

This disease appeared in October, 1914, on two farms in Maryland, 
one near Germantown and the other near Sandy Springs, and was 
spread through the shipment of western feeding cattle. Another 
snipment of infected western feeders developed the disease at Water- 
ford, Va., near Washington, at a later date. 

On November 11, 1914. Inspector J. P. Turner, veterinarian, was 
detailed to take charge oi matters relative to the prevention of this 
disease in the District. 

On November 14, 1914, the health officer prepared regulations for 
the suppression of this disease; these were given wide publicity, and 
special instructions were issued to the veterinary inspectors of the 
health department and to the members of the Metropolitan police. 

A conference of veterinarians of the District of Cohimbia, Virania, 
and Maryland was called to consider sanitary police measures relative 
to foot-and-mouth disease; this meeting was held in the Municipal 
Building and was productive in bringing about cooperation between 
practicing veterinarians and those in official control. 

The regulations prohibited the importation into the District of 
Columbia of all cloven hoofed animals, hay, straw, fodder, and hides, 
from infected areas, and this order was rigidly enforced by thi3 office 
and the MetropoUtan poUce. 

Hay, straw, fodder, and hides from points outside the District of 
Columbia not quarantined were allowed to be shipped into the Dis- 
trict, provided a permit was secured from the health officer or Chief 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry. 

On November 15, 1914, Inspector R. R. Ashworth, veterinarian, of 
this office, reported a cow with suspicious foot lesions on the dairy 
farm of Mrs. Minnie Thompson, Brentwood Road, Langdon, D. C. 

On November 16, 1914, Drs. Mohler and Eichom confirmed the 
diagnosis of foot-and-mouth disease. The same day the health officer 
quarantined this farm and prohibited the sale of milk therefrom. 
Watchmen were stationed on this farm continuously from this date 
until all the cows were slaughtered and the premises and bams were 
disinfected by the health department. Twenty cows on this farm 
were slaiightered under Federal inspection. !rubUc water troughs 
in the vicinitv were closed and disinfected and neighboring herds were 
confined to their bams and kept imder observation for several weeks. 
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A COW belonging to a neighbor developed this disease, was slaughtered, 
buried, and the premises disinfected. 

On February 23, 1915, Inspector Ashworth reported two sick cows 
on the dairy farm of Lemuel Mayhew, Nineteentn and C Streets NE., 
which were showing symptoms of foot-and-mouth disease. The 
Biu-eau of Animal Industry detailed Dr. Ward to investigate; he 
confirmed Dr. Ashworth's diagnosis of foot-and-mouth disease. 

Watchmen were put on duty February 23, 1915, and maintained 
until March 3, by which time the cows (24) had been slaughtered and 
buried and the premises disinfected. 

Cows have not been on the Thompson farm since this outbreak. 

The Bui-eau of Animal Industry has permitted the restocking of the 
Mayhew farm and up to this date the disease has not re^peared. 

Foot-and-mouth disease occurred at the Union Stock i ards, Ben- 
ning, D. C, among western hogs intehded for slaurfiter. The yards 
were promptly quarantined ana disinfected by the Bureau of Animal 
Industry. 

All veterinary inspectors of the health department were furnished 
rubber clothing ana disinfectants to prevent their spreading this 
disease among dairy farms. 

Inspectors Ashworth and Rome were reheved from dairy farm 
inspection, temporarily, on account of exposiu-e to foot-and-mouth 
disease. 

This department purchased a disinfecting spray-ptmip which ren- 
dered valuable service at this time and has smce been m use disin- 
fecting cow bams and hog pens where other contagious diseases have 
appeared. 

It is beheved that the guick suppression of foot-and-mouth disease 
in the District of Colmnbia was due to the prompt and efficient meas- 
ures taken by this department, especially m the matter of complete 
segregation of infected premises and the use of guards to keep inquisi- 
tive persons from carrying this infection from farm to farm.

Dear Sir: I have the honor to submit the annual report relative 
to the operation of the sanitary inspection service during the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1915. Tables are appended, showing the work 
done by the sanitary inspection service during the year named. 
(See pp. — .) 

The sanitary inspection force, exclusive of the inspectors provided 
for the enforcement of the eight-hour law for females, was organized 
as follows: One chief sanitary inspector, $1,800; eight inspectors at 
$1,200; two inspectors at $1,000; and two inspectors at $900; total 
force, 13, and total salaries, $15,200.

prior to the close of the fiscal year. The difference, 429, represents 
the number of cases for which notices were outstanding when the 
year ended. 

Informations were filed in the police court against 180 persons, 
charging violations of the laws and regulations relating to the pubUc 
healtn, exclusive of the smoke law. These cases were disposed of as 
follows: Nolle prosequi was entered in 129 cases, 8 cases were dis- 
missed, personal bonds were taken in 13 cases, collaterals forfeited in 
6 cases, and fines were imposed in 3 cases. The amount of fines and 
the collateral was $49. There were 21 cases pending at the dose of 
the year. The cases nolle pressed by the assistant corporation coun- 
sel were so disposed of because the nuisances for the maintenance for 
which the defendants were chained had been abated before the cases 
were called for trial, although after the cases had been submitted for 
prosecution. Ins|)ectors' tmie spent in the poUce court amounted 
m all to 24i working-days. 

Under the assessment system, 269 notices were served on nonresi- 
dent owners for the abatement of nuisances on property owned by 
them in the District of Columbia. In all but 7 cases such nuisances 
were abated hj the owners, without the necessity for further action 
by the commissioners. In 6 of these cases in which the abatement was 
not done by the owners, the District caused the necessary work to be 
done, at a cost of $20, which was assessed as a tax against the property 
upon which the nuisances had existed. One case, referred to the 
commissioners on June 30, 1915, for authority to have the work done 
and the cost assessed as a tax against the property was pending at the 
dose of the year. 

Registration oi stables^ barber shops ^ and laundries. — ^There were 
re^tered during the year 171 stables, 151 barber shops, 141 laun- 
dries, and 150 permanent privies, as shown below.

1 During the year a review was made of the register of box privies existing in the District, and it was 
found that 34 more privies existed at the close of the fiscal year June 30» 1914, than had been reported. 

Stables.— purmg the year 1,534 inspections of stables were made, 
and 162 nuisances discovered. The average frequency of inspection 
of each stabls during the year was 0.7 tunes. The structural and 
sanitary condition of stables in the District are steadily improving. 
With the limited ntmiber of inspectors at the disposal of the healtn 
department, it is impossible to make frequ3nt systematic inspections 
of all stables. The larger portion of these inspections were made by 
one inspector. A pubhc service should be established for the 9ollec- 
tion and disposal of stable refuse. 

Barber shops. — During the year 1,605 inspections of barber shopo 
were made, an average frequency oi 2.5 times for each barber shop 
during the year. The regulations governing the maintenance of such 
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shops by the owners and managers thereof are bemg complied with 
generally. There were 7 prosecutions for violations of the r*5gula- 
tions during the year. 

Laundries, — ^Inspections of laundries during the year nimibered 
1,452. On account of the limited number of inspectors at the dis- 
posal of the department it was necessary to curtail the systematic in- 
spections of laundries. The steam laundries in the district are beinff 
conducted and maintained in a very good sanitary condition, and 
improvement is very noticeable in the places for washing maintained 
by individual washermen and washerwomen since the establishment 
of the systematic inspection service. 

Privies. — On June 30, 1915, there were registered in the District of 
Coltmibia approximatdy 2,414 privies, of which, however, only 137 
were within tne city of Wasnington or in the suburbs adjacent thereto. 
One hundred and fifty permits were issued to maintain privies during 
the year. Sixty-five privies were abohshed under notice served by 
the health department, 14 were abolished by the operation of the 
board for the condemnation of insanitary buildings, and 12 were abol- 
ished for other causes. In 9 cases in which privies were located upon 
land belonging to nonresidsnts, the inspector of plumbing, engineer 
department, was requested to have the necessary sewer and water 
connections made under the assessment system so that the box 
privies might be removed. At the close of the fiscal year, 5 of the 
premises so referred had been so connected. There were 2,413 in- 
spections of privies, equivalent to the inspection of each privy one 
time during the year. Thirty permits for the maintenance of privies 
temporarily during building operations or other construction work 
were issued. 

Weeds. — ^Four hundred and six notices were served during the year 
imder the provisions of the weed law, of which 56 were notices served 
under the assessment system. In each instance the nonresident 
owner caused the weeds to be cut and removed from his property. 
No attention was given to the enforcement of the weed law except 
upon complaint, and as stated in my last report, in the absence of a 
special force for the enforcement of the law it is impossible to enforce 
it as it should be enforced. Provisions should be made for the en- 
forcement of the law or the law should be repealed.

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During the year no violations of the smoke law were reported by 
the poUce department, under the provisions of the commissioners' 
order of March 22, 1911, instructing that department to cooperate 
with the health department in the enforcement of the law. 

During the vear imlawful emission of smoke from railway loco- 
motive stacks nas been the subject of complaint to this department. 
The law should be amended so as to include railway locomotives and 
steamboats in the harbor. 

Assignments. — ^During the year sanitary inspectors were detailed 
for duty in the clerical service amounting to 188 days. One clerk 
was detailed from the clerical service to work in the sanitary service 
amounthig to 153 days. Sanitary inspectors detailed to the food 
service amounted to 65i days. Food inspectors detailed to the 
sanitary service amoimted to 25J days. 

Contaaious disease service. — ^The sanitary inspection force was 
assigned to perform duties in the contagious disease service during 
the year. These duties consisted of placarding houses for scarlet 
fever and diphtheria, and gathering histories of all reported cases 
of these diseases and of typhoid fever. The time consumed by them 
in performing this work was equivalent to 69 working days. 

Registrdtion of vital statistics. — ^When an infant bom in the District 
of Columbia is reported as dead during the first year of life, the 
birth records are searched to ascertain whether the birth has or has 
not been reported. If the birth has not been reported, an investiga- 
tion is made to determine whose duty it was to make the report 
so that the report may be obtained and action taken to prevent 
further derelictions by the oflfender. The making of such investiga- 
tions is assigned to the sanitary inspection force. During the year 
136 cases were investigated involving the expenditure by the sanitary 
inspection force of approximately seven working days for the purpose 
of procuring the better registration of births. 

Eight'lumr female labor Taw inspections. — ^This service was organized 
as follows: One male and two female inspectors at $1,200 each, 
and one clerk at $900; total, four employees, total salaries, $4^500. 
This service is under the personal direction of the chief sanitary 
inspector.

Sixteen hundred and five establishments coming within the 
purview of the law were registered, and classified as follows: Hotels 
56 i laundries, 136; manufacturing, 244; mechanical, 131; mercantile. 
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851; restaurants, 141; telephone and tel^raph, 9; express and trans- 
portation 38. 

Violations of the law were reported in 33 instances. These 33 
violations were referred to the corporation counsel for prosecution 
in the pohce court. In 14 of these cases the prosecuting inspector 
severed his connection with the service, and the department recom- 
mended that the corporation counsel take no further action in them. 
This action was approved by the corporation counsel, and the cases 
were dropped. Out of the 19 remaining cases referred to the corporar 
tion coimsel, informations have been sworn to in police court m 8. 
There are 11 cases pending action in the corporation coimsers office. 
In the 8 cases referred to the poUce court, 1 was tried by the court 
and jiuy which resulted in a conviction and a fine of $60 imposed. 
An appeal was taken by the defendant on a writ of error to the court 
of appeals, where the case is now pending. One case was tried by the 
coiu*t and a fine of $20 imposed. There are 6 cases pending in the 
police court. 

With but few exceptions, the establishments coming within the 
purview of the law are complying therewith. 

Overtime. — ^In performing then duties during the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1915, tne sanitary inspectors, exclusive of the supervising 
officer, worked 863 hours overtime, equal to 123 working days. 
This extra time was done without hope of compensation. 

Recomrnendations. — ^I have the honor to renew my previous recom- 
mendations that provisions be made for the collection and disposal 
of manure in this District, such collection and disposal to be under 
the supervision of the District authorities;^ that some provision be 
made that will enable the health department to enforce m a substan- 
tial manner the act to cause the removal of weeds from lands in the 
city of Washington, D. C. ; and that the act for the prevention of smoke 
in the District, and for other purposes, approved February 2, 1899, 
be amended so as to include railway locomotives and steamboats 
in the harbor.

Streets — Disposal op Crrr Refuse. — For collection and disposal 
of garbage and dead animals; * * * Provi(i€«Z, That hereafter night 
sou may be coDected and disposed of by any process satisfactory to ' 
the commissioners; * * * 

Health Department. — For necessary expenses of inspection of 
dairy farms, * * *^ 

The examinations, inspection, rules, and reffulations concerning the 
milk suppl]^ of the District of Columbia shall oe applied alike to each 
State shipping milk into said District. * * *

BEOULATIONS TO PREVENT THE INTRODUCTION AND SPREAD OF FOOT- 
AND-MOUTH DISEASE IN THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 

Section 1. No person shall bring into the District of Columbia any 
animal affected with foot-and-mouth disease or any animal suspected 
of being so affected or which has been exposed to said disease; or 
bring into said District from any area quarantined by the United 
States Department of Agriculture on account of said disease, any 
bovine ammal, sheep, goat, swine, or deer, or hide, skin, hay, straw, 
fodder, or hoof, not accompanied by a proper official certificate to 
show freedom from infectivity. 

Sec. 2. Every person in the District of Columbia having the owner- 
ship, custody, or care of any animal in said District affected by foot- 
ana-mouth disease, or any animal suspected of being so affected, shall 
immediately on becoming aware of that fact or suspicion report the 
circumstances at once to the health officer of said District, in person, 
by telephone, or in writing, definitely identifying such animal and 
designating the place where it may be found. And every veterinary 
fiurgeon csuled upon to examine or to treat any such ammal shall in 
like manner make report thereof. 

Sec. 3. Every person in the District of Columbia having the owner- 
ship, custody, or care of any domestic animal, or of any premises, 
material, or thing that has been exposed to infection by foot-and- 
mouth disease; or of any bovine animal, sheep, goat, swine, or deer, 
or of any hide, skin, hay, straw, fodder, or hoof, that has without 
proper official certificate to show freedom from infectivity been 
brought into said District from any area quarantined by the United 
States Department of Agriculture on account of said disease, shall 
immediately upon becoming aware of such circumstances report 
them in person, by telephone, or in writing, in detail to the health 
officer of said District. 

Sec. 4. Every person in the District of Columbia having the care 
or custody of any premises, animal, material, or thing, which has 
been exposed to infection by foot-and-mouth disease and is liable 
to convey said disease, or any bovine animal, sheep, goat, swine, 
or deer, or hide, skin, hay, straw, fodder, or hoof, that has without 
proper official certificate to show freedom from infectivity been brought 
mto said District from any area quarantined by the United States 
Department of Agriculture on account of said disease shall so isolate^ 
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care for, disinfect, renovate, destroy, or dispose of the same, to the 
satisfaction of the health officer of said District, as to prevent danger 
of the conveyance of said disease. 

Sec. 5. Any officer or agent of the health department of the 
District of Colimibia may at any time enter upon any premises where 
said health officer has reason to believe there is any animal snflfering 
from foot-and-mouth disease: or anv animal, material, or thing, 
which has been exposed to infection by said disease and is liable to 
convey the same; or any bovine animal, sheep, goat, swine, or deer, 
or hide, skin, hay, straw, fodder, or hoof, brougnt into said District 
from any area quarantined by the United States Department of 
Agriculture on accoimt of said disease, and may examine and inspect 
the same. 

Sec. 6. Whenever in the judgment of the health officer of the 
District of Columbia such action is necessary to prevent the ^read 
of foot-and-mouth disease, said health officer may order the closing, 
renovation, or disinfection of any premises, or of any pubUc water 
trough, or the isolation or the destruction of any ammai, material, 
or thing, specifying the manner and time thereof; and in event of 
noncomphance, said health officer may, through officers and agents 
in the em ploy of the District of Columbia, carry such order into effect. 

Sec. 7. Wnenever in the judgment of the health officer of the 
District of Columbia such action is necessary to prevent the spread of 
foot-and-mouth disease, said health officer of said District may order 
the quarantine of any premises or of any part thereof, or of any 
animal, material, or thing thereon, in said District, which, in his 
judgment, may convey foot-and-mouth disease and may cause such 
placards to be posted and such guards to be employed as in his judg- 
ment may be necessary to enforce said quarantine. 

Sec. 8. Every person owning or having custody or care of any 
premises,, animal, material, or thing in the District of Columbia, 
infected or suspected of being infected by foot-and-mouth disease, 
and of any bovine animal, sheep, goat, swuie, or deer, or any hide, 
skin, hay, straw, fodder, or hoof, brought into the District of Columbia 
from any area quarantined by the United States Department of 
Agriculture on account of said disease, without proper official certifi- 
cate to show freedom from infectivity, shall render all necessary 
assistance to any officer or agent of the health department of said 
District in any lawful action said officer or agent may take with 
respect thereto, to prevent the spread of foot-and-mouth disease; 
and, in the case of animals, shall properly secure the same so as to 
permit such examinations to be made as may be necessary. 

Sec. 9. No person in the District of Columbia shall hinder, interfere 
with, or obstruct any officer or agent of the health department of said 
District in the discharge of any duty or in the exercise of any right 
imposed or conferred upon him, or neglect or refuse to comply with 
any lawful order issued by any such officer or agent. 

Sec. 10. Any person violating the provisions of these regulations 
shall upon conviction thereof oe punished for each offense by a 
fine not exceeding $40.

1. Every person engaged in disinfecting or fumigating for pay 
premises or parts of premises in the District of Columbia shall register 
nis name and his place of business in a book to be provided for that 
purpose in the health office of the District of Columbia; shall file 
with the health officer of said District a written statement, under 
oath, describing in detail the methods employed by him in the execu- 
tion of such work; and shaU leave with said health officer at the time 
of registration a sufficient quantity of each and every one of the 
substances that he intends to use sufficient for purposes of analysis, 
and if any substance so to be used be a compound or mixture of two 
or more ingredients, state the formula thereof. 

2. Every person engaged ia disinfecting or fumigating for pay, 
premises or parts of premises in the District of Columbia, who desires 
to adopt any method not recorded by him ia the health office of said 
District or to use any substance in connection with his business a 
sample of which has not been left by him at said office, as required by 
section 1 of these regulations, shall file with said office a written 
statement, under oath, describing in detail the method that he in- 
tends to employ thereafter and shall leave at said office a sample of 
any new material which he proposes thereafter to employ sufficient for 
purposes of analysis, and ii any substance so to be used be a comr 
pound or mixture of two or more ingredients, state the formula 
thereof. 

3. No person engaged in disinfecting or fumigating for pay premises 
or parts of premises m the District of Columbia shall use lor tnat pur- 
pose any method not recorded by him in the health office oi the 
District of Columbia, or any substance samples of which have not 
been left by him at said office, as required by sections 1 and 2 of these 
regulations, and which method or substance, or both, as the case may- 
be, have not been approved for such use, in writing, by the healtn 
officer of said District, who is hereby authorized to approve and to 
disapprove methods and materials submitted to him as required by 
sections 1 and 2 of these regulations. 

4. No person disinfecting or fumigating, whether for pay or other- 
wise, any premises or parts of premises m the District of Columbia, 
shall use for that purpose potassium cyanide, hydrocyanic acid, or 
hydrocyanic acid gas, without a permit in writing from the health 
officer so to do, such permit to relate merely to such premises as are 
named in it. 

5. Any person who violates any of the provisions of these regula- 
tions shall be punished, upon conviction thereof, by a fine not 
exceeding $50. 
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6. The word ''person'' as used in these regulations shall be held to 
include not only natural persons but also partnerships, associations, 
and corporations; and any person, partnership, association, or cor- 
poration registered under tnese regulations may act not onljr in 
person or by the individuals making up said partnership, association, 
or corporation, but also through agents employed for that purpose, 
which agents need not be personally registered at the health office.

VITAL STATISTICS. 

Septembeb 8, 1915. 

Dear Sm: I have the honor to submit herewith a brief analvsid of 
the mortality conditions of the District of Columbia for the calendar 
year 1914 and various vital statistics tables in connection th^ewith. 

It is to be r^retted that no census was taken during the year to 
establish the population of the District, as had been the custom for 
several years past, and as a consequence much valuable information 
from a statistical standpoint is not available. The death rates which 
appear in the accompanying tables are established therefore upon 
an estimated population, computed upon the assumption that the 
rate of increase in population during the past few years has continued 
during 1914. The population as estimated was 353,664, or 367 more 
than the enumeration of the police department for the previous year. 
The white population was 256,049, an estimated increase of 896; the 
colored population was 97,615, a falling oflf of 529. 

Oeneral mortality. — ^Deaths from all causes during the calendar year 
1914 numbered 5,866 and indicates a general deaw rate of 16.59 per 
1,000 estimated population. This rate is somewhat lower than last 
year, which up to that time was the lowest in the history of the 
District. The white deaths numbered 3,493 and indicate a death rate 
of 13.64, and the colored deaths were 2,373, a race rate of 24.31. 

Mortality by roA^. — ^A statement is herewith appended which shows 
the ratio of death rates of certain specified diseases among the white 
and colored races during the calendar year 1914.

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Examination of the preceding table shows that during 1914 there 
were 110 less deaths in the general disease group than during 1913, 
115 less from diseases of the digestive system, 3 less from mseases 
of the skin and cellular tissue, 5 less from congenital malformations, 
31 less from diseases peculiar to infancy, 28 less from diseases inci- 
dent to old age, 16 less from violence, and 9 less from ill-defined 
group. On the other hand, 26 more deaths were attributed to dis- 
eases of the nervous system, 65 more to diseases of the circulatory 
system, 4 more to diseases of the respiratory system, 76 more to 
^seases of the geni to-urinary system, and 7 more to diseases of the 
organs of locomotion. 

Heart disease. — Organic heart disease was the leading cause of 
death for 1914 (as was the case for the previous year), with 657 
fatalities to its credit, 430 whites and 227 colored. 

Pvlmoriary tuherculosis comes next in importance, with 611 deaths. 
The white deaths were 260 and the colored 351. 

Bright' s disease. — ^The number of deaths due to chronic nephritis 
dining 1914 was 588. This is 99 more than were reported for 1913. 
The white deaths numbered 363 and the colored 225. 

Pneumonia. — ^There was a decrease in the number of deaths due 
to this disease during 1914. Four hundred and sixty-six deaths were 
attributed to pneumonia, 247 white and 226 colored, as against 484 — 
207 white and 277 colored— for 1913. 

Diarrhea and enteritis. — ^The total number of deaths from these 
causes during 1914 was 199. This is 77 less than the record for the 
previous year. Of the 199 deaths 142 were infants less than 2 years 
of age, 48 whites and 94 colored, which shows the lowest death rate for 
infantile diarrhea in the history of the health department. Following 
is a table of deaths and death rates for the past 15 years which shows 
a very material and consistent improvement in infantile bowel trouble 
during this period. Since 1900 the decline in the death rate as a whole 
has been 70 per cent. The percentage of decline among the white 
infants was 78 and among the colored 60. To reduce the above 
percentage of improvement to actual figures, if the death rate in 1900. 
from dian*heal diseases of infants under 2 years of age had prevailea 
in 1914, there would have been 466 deaths from these disorders, when 
as a matter of fact only 142 died, a saving therefore of 324 lives.

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Scarlet fever and measles. — Only one death to each of these diseases 
occurred during 1914. Particulars as to the general prevalence of 
these diseases may be seen in the report of the medical inspector in 
chaise of the contagious-disease service. 

Diphtheria. — ^Thirty-one deaths were attributed to diphtheria dur- 
ing 1914; as i^ainst 26 for the previous year. Among tne whites the 
increase was from 22 to 24, and among the colored, from 4 to 7. 

Railroad accidents. — ^Fatalities connected with steam and street 
raikoads numbered 24. an increase over 1913 of 5. Five whites and 
2 colored met death irom accidents connected with various steam 
roads in the District, while 13 whites and 4 colored were killed by 
street railroads. 

Automobile acciderUs. — ^Deaths due to automobile accidents num- 
bered 18, which is only one less than was recorded in 1913. Seven- 
teen white p€|ople and one colored were kiUed. 

Suicides. — ^Tne number of people who committed suicide during 
1914 was 67 — 59 whites and 8 colored. During 1913 there were 72 — 
64 whites and 8 colored. Of the various methods emploved, 24 (23 
white and 1 colored) used firearms; sixteen (16 white and 1 colored) 
used illuminating gas; 9 (8 white and 1 colored) used carbolic acid; 
6 (4 white and 2 colored) used bichloride of mercury; and 2 white 
persons used arsenic. Four whites committed suicide by hanging, 
1 colored by drowning, 2 whites by use of cutting instruments, 1 
white and 1 colored by jumping from high places, and 1 colored by 
binning. 

As to the ages of those who died by suicide, 5 were between 10 and 
19 years of age, 16 between 20 and 29 years, 18 between 30 and 39 
years, 10 between 40 and 49 years, 14 between 60 and 69 years, 3 
between 60 and 69 years, 1 between 70 and 79 years, and 1 between 
80 and 89 years. 

Suicides among married people numbered 32 (25 males and 7 
females); among those who were immarried, 19 (13 males and 6 
females) ; of those who were widowed, 10 (4 males and 6 females) ; 
and those whose marital relations were unknown, 6 (4 males and 2 
females). A classification of the suicides in the District during 1914, 
in accordance with nativity, is as foUows: Twenty-two were bom in 
the District of Columbia and 27 in other parts of the United States. 
Eijght were foreign bom and the nativity of 10 could not be ascer- 
tamed. 

Whooping cough. — ^There were 18 deaths registered dmdng 1914 
from whooping cough, which is one more than occurred in the pre- 
vious year. 'Ine white deaths numbered 5 and the colored 13. 

Typhoid /ever. — ^The mortality record for typhoid fever shows 45 
deatl^ durmg 1914 — 17 whites and 28 colored. For 1913 the record 
was 57. The prevalence of typhoid fever, its distribution, cause, 
etc., and the general character of the disease, appear in the report 
of the medical inspector. 

Comparative m<niaMty. — January to June, 1913 and 1914, inclu- 
sive. The following is a summary of the mortality conditions dur- 
ing the first six months of 1913 and 1914, and a statement of the 
number of reportable diseases registered during the same periods:
